VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 1.—(Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] In the latest Manila 
paper, brought by the steamship Em- 
press of China, is an article stating that 
Private McVeigh of Co. G, Wyoming 
Volunteer Infantry, who struck his 
commander, Capt. Wrighter, has been 
court-martialed and sentenced to 
death. Unless McVeigh is pardoned 
by the President, he will be shot. 

McVeigh fancied that his commander 
was hard upon him, and was revenge- 
ful. Coming to his beat very drunk 
one night, he was admonished by the 
captain. McVeigh turned on Capt. 
Wrighter and called him a foul name. 
saying he would kill him when a good 
s‘hance came. Capt. Wrighter called 
the guard and ordered McVeigh’s ar- 
vest. Before the guard could arrive, 
McVeigh struck Capt. Wrighter with 
The officer then whipped out 
nis revolver and kept the drunken sol- 
lier at bay until the guard seized him. 

McVeigh was in prison from May 13 
till July 16, when he was tried and sen- 
cenced to be shot, @ stay of execution 
being ordered, pending the indorse- 
ment of the court-martial’s finding by 
President McKinley. 

McVeigh bears a bad character, hav- 
ing been a dishonorably-discharged 
soldier before enlisting for the Philip- 
pines. This is the first case of the kind 
that has happened at Manila. During 
the entire war, says the mail advices, 
only ‘three other ingtances have hap- 
pened where men haye struck their of- 
ficers. These were during the Spanish 
war. AIl three escaped death.

RENNES, Sept. 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) This was a very satisfactory 
Gay for Dreyfus. The Beaurepaire 
Witness, Germain, who was to prove 
that Dreyfus attended the Alsatian 
maneuvers, found his statements de- 
nied by a reputable witness, while 


~weGermain himself, it was proved, un- 
derwent two convict sentences for

This was the only testimony against 
Dreyfus, the remainder of the depast- 


tions being in his favor, several of 
them being very weighty, as in the 
case of Capt. Carvalho, Gen. Sebert 
and Maj. Hartmann, their evidence 


BO0ing to show that particulars of the 
firing manual, of the “120 gun,” and 
hydro-pneumatic brake were almost 
matters of common knoWledge among 
the officers, and that the contention 
that Dreyfus, from his special posi- 
tion on the staff and peculiar move- 
mente, could not be acquainted with 
them, has no solid basis. This was 
the sum of today's proceedings, which 


were not marked by any incident of 
unusual ‘importance. the Roget- 
Brugere episode, in which Gen. 


Roget clearly gave himself away, be- 
ing the only matter which attracted 


eperial attention. 
M. Bertillon was severely snubbed 
by the psesigent of the court, when 


he wished to reply to Gen. Sebert, who 
had condemned his system as fanatic. 
As soon as Gen. Sebert had finished 
his testimony. M. Bertillon bounced 
up and asked to be allowed to speak, 


but Col. Jouaust quickly tyrned to 
the usher and said: “Bring in the 
next witness,” whereupon M. Ber- 


tillon, extremely angered, returned to 
his seat. 


FIELD-DAY FOR DREYFUS. 


Strong Evidence in His Favor from 
Artillery Officers. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS DAY RKEPORT.] 

RENNES, Sept. 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} Immediately efter the opening of 
the fifth session of the fourth week 
of the second trial bv court-martial 
of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, the president 
of the court, Col. Jouaust, aroused tlie 
interest of the audience by remarking: 
“Maitre Labori, the other day, askea 
that inforniauuon be obtained regarding 
the character of a certain witness. j 
would not havé acc®ued if the witness 
had not expressed a similar desire. In- 
formation which has now reached me 
will be read.” 

The clerk of tne court accordingly 
read a report regarding M. Dubreuil. 
the Parisian friend of M. de Beaure- 
paire, who testified, August 23, to the 
effect that Dreyfus met a German at- 
taché at the house of a mutual. friend 
mamed Bodson, the cross-examination 
refiecting severely on his reputation. 
The report was to the effect that M. 
Dubreuil never was a _  horse-dealer, 
as claimed by M. Labori, and that 
the character of the witness was mosi 
respectable, he being held in general 
esteem. 

A groom named Germain then deposed 
to seeing Dreyfus at the German army 
maneuvers in Alsace. The general ef- 
fect of the testimony of the witness 
was rather unfavorable to the prisoner. 
Germain declared he saddled a horse 
for Dreyfus to follow the maneuvers. 
end he said that Maj. Infreville accom- 
panied Dreyfus, adding that the major 
told the witness the name of his com- 
panion. 

Col. Jouaust questioned Dreyfus, and 
although he did not confound the pris- 
oner in any way. Dreyfus made a weak 
reply in declaring that he could not 
remember whether he hired horses of 
Germain’s employer or not. 

The next two witnesses, however. 
Gave strong testimony in favor of 
Dreyfus, and badly knocked Germain's 
testimony. His employer, a man named 
Kuhlman, got up and declared that al! 
z7ermain had 6aid was untrue. and 
Maj. d'Infreville followed and declared 
he never knew Dreyfus, so Germain’'s 
allusions to him were baseless. 


Capt. Lemmonier, who was a pro- 
bationer om the headquarters staff at 
the same time as Dreyfus, deposed 


that the prisoner told him he was well- 
ecquainted with a certain German posi- 
tion, because he had followed the Al- 
satian maneuvers. 

Dreyfus replied that the witness must 
have mixed up his remarks. The pris- 
oner added that he was acquainted 
with that part of Alsace because he 
had spent his youth there, and not be- 
cause he was present at the Inaneuvers 
of the German army there. 

A witmess named Vil!on then told a 
tale of how he overheard a conversa- 
tion in a Berlin café between two Ger- 
man officers, fn which a remark w as 
made that mobilization plans were ex- 
pected from Dreyfus. The cafés how- 
ever, has since disappeared, and there 
@re no means of verifying Villon’s 
story. 

Commissary Fischer testified that he 
was charged to investigate the 
of docunrents at the gunnery schoo!) 
Bourges, and found nothing 1t. 
criminate Dreyfus. 

Lieut. Bernheim testified that he lent 

documents dealing with ar- 
tillery, and was unable to get them 
back. 

Artillery Lieutenant Brugere, who at- 
tended a gunnery course st Chalons 
testified that it was easy for an out- 
sider to obtain particulars about the 
guns. He said that he ‘himself had 
lent his firing manua! to an infantry 
officer. -ven. Roget aske@-to be con- 
fronted with the witness. and said the 
latter wrote M. Cavaignac, then Min- 
ister of War, a violentwietter of resig- 


ar 
in- 


nation, in which he declared it was 
«= dishonor to serve in the French 
‘army. 


This declaration caused a scene, for 
Lieut. Brugere, turning to Gen. Roget 
eried: “I protest acainst Gen. Roret's 
words. I affirm that I never said any 
such thing.” ; 
Gen. backed down, say- 
ng: “Well, that was . 
sense of the letter.” 

A roar of disrust came from the 
audience at this apparent underhanded- 
ness upon the part of the genera! 
and Lieut. Brugere again emphati- 
cally declared Gen. Roget was wrong. 

M. Labori and Col. Jouaust said 
the letter should be obtained frem 
the Ministry of War and readin 
The lieutenant expressed 
isfection at this step. 

The next witness, Capt. Carvalho, a 
hardsome young artillery officer. 
proved san excellent reinforcement for 
Drevfus. He grave his evidence 
clearly and boldly. He emphatically 
Ceclared that there were no special

precautions to keep the mechanism of 
the “120 short gun” seeret. Moreover, 
he added, from April, 1894, the artiller) 
officers had a descriptian of the hydro- 
pneumatic brake given them. 

“Here,” said Capt. Carvalho, ‘is an 
actual copy of the manual, which 1 
hand to the court-martial.” 

M. Labori then had an animated 
discussion with Col. Jouaust, who at 
first refused counsel's request to 
read a letter which the latter had re- 
ceived yesterday evening, signed 
“Corning,” setting forth that the firing 
manual had been copied by men re- 
ferred to as “A” and “B.”’ 

Col. Picquart, in reply to M. Labori, 
confirmed the statement made in the 
letter, and said he thought Maj. Lauth 
could say something on the point, 
whereupon the niajor arose de- 
Clared he did not know “Corning.” M. 
Labori then asked to be’ allowed to 
question Maj. Lauth, but Col. Jouaust 
refused. Counsel insisted, but Col. 
Jouaust waved him down, when M. 
Labori cried “You suppress all awk- 
ward questions.”” [Sensation.] 

The government commissary, Maj. 
Carriers, said: “I desire to point out 
that the defense is always asking to 
speak, while I am always refused per- 
inission to do so when I ask.” 
Jouaust, out of patience, 
torted: “T have heard enough. 
quiet. The incident is closed.” 

This cavalier treatment of the gov- 
ernment commissary who, however, 
makes himself ridiculous whenever he 


re- 
Le 


opens his mouth, caused a general 
laugh. 
Gen. Sebert followed. He also 


proved a trump card for Dreyfus, as 
he declared the wording of the bor- 
dereau revealed professional ignorance. 
He said such an officer as Dreyfus 
could not make the mistakes he _ re- 
ferred to. Gen. Sebert referred in 
lengthy statements to his assertions, 
pertinently pointing out that an ar- 
tillery officer would have known the 
interesting parts of the firing manual, 
and would not have written in the 
bordereau “take what interests you.” 
The general declared that the  bor- 
dereau could not have been written by 
an artillery officer or by one who had 
passed through the polytechnic school. 
This made a profound impression on 
the court, which was intensified when 
Gen. Sebert, who is a venerable-look- 
ing gentleman, conciuded fearlessly: 
“I am happy to have had the strength 
to carry here my stone toward the 
edifice of reparation which the court 
is building up with so much care and 
confidence, while holding itself aloof 
from outside passions.”’ 

Maj. Ducros deposed that he com- 
manded a field battery; that he knew 
Dreyfus, and offered him certain in- 
forrhation. But he pointed out Dreyfus 
never asked him a question, although 
he knew he (the witness) « possessed 
most interesting information, notably 
particulars about the  hydro-pneu- 
matic brake. 

Gen. Mercier here intervened and said 
at the time of which Maj. Ducros was 
speaking, the Ducros field piece had 
been rejected in favor of the Deport 
cannon, and he said Dreyfus, there- 
fore, could ha¥Ve no object in procuring 
particulars of the Ducros gun. 

More support for Dreyfus was forth- 
coming in the deposition of Maj. Hart- 
man of the artillery, who expressed the 
opinion that the author of the bor- 
dereau did not know what he was writ- 
ing about, since he spoke of the “120 
short gun,"’ when he meant the “120 
long gun,.”’ The major led the court 
through a maze of technical details 
about’ artillery, until Col Jouaust 
asked him to refrain from technicalities 
as far as possible, evidently fearing 
that Hartman might reveal secrets of 
the service. His evidence was directed 
entirely to show that Dreyfus was not 
the author of the bordereau, and that 
the artillery information mentioned in 
it was accessible to any officers of all 
arms in the spring of 1894. 

So far as the depositions were-con- 
cerned, Dreyfus certainly had every 
reason to be pleased with today’s pro- 
ceedings. Following is detailed re- 
port of the day’s proceedings. 

DETAILED TESTIMONY. 

The court-martial opened today with 
the reading of an official report on M. 
Dubreuil, who, August 23, testified to 
having met Dreyfus and a German at- 
taché at the house of a mutual friend 
named Bodson. The cross-examination 
of this witness had reflected on his 
character, but the report today was to 
the effect that he was never a horse- 
dealer, as claimed by M. Labori; that 
his character was most respectable, 
and that he was held in general es- 
teem. 

M. Demange insisted that the judg- 
ment of the Court of Cassation in re- 
gard to M. Dubreuil should be read. 
The latter thereupon advanced to the 
witness box and announced that he had 
arranged for all papers in the case to 
be sent to the court. Meanwhile, M. 
Dubreuil read the létters indorsing his 
character, and thanked the court for 
the opportunity to defend himself 
against the attacks of M. Laborti. 

The prisoner was questioned as to the 
date of his relations with Mme. Boéd- 
son, and replied that it was in 1887, 
and Dubreuil, thinking that Dreyfus 
had said 1885, offered, amid laughter, 
to have the date verified by two of M. 
LBodson's valets. 

Dreyfus expressed intense indigna- 
tion at the references made in the court 
ot his personal relations with Mme. 
Bodson. 

“TI emphatically reassert,’ said he, 
“that I never met any foreigner at M. 
Bodson's, and I beg the court to make 
such inquiries as are necessary to as- 
certain the truth on this point.” 

Germain, a groom, one of the wit- 
nesses cited by Col. Jouaust, testified he 
was at Mulhausen in 1886, where he 
was employed in a livery stable, which, 
he said, furnished a horse to the pris- 
oner. When asked if the horse jumped, 
witness replied: “Give him his head, 
and vou will see.” Dreyfus, the wit- 
ness claimed, attended the German ma- 
neuvers at Alsace that time. 

Col. Jouaust. Have you 
prisoner since’ 

Germain. Yes; I recognized him in the 
Bois de Boulogne as Lieut. Dreyfus. 

The court. How did you know that? 

Germain. <An officer named d'Infre- 
ville told me. : 

Col. Jouaust. 
in the prisoner? 
Gtrmain <dooking at the prisoner.) 
M. Demange inquired whether the 
witness had not been prosecuted for 
ewindling and had been acquitted. 
Germain replied in the negative, but 
he admitted that he had been convicted 
of embezzlement. June 17, 1898. Coun- 
sel also showed Germain was sentenced 
to six m@gnths’ imprisonment for em- 
bezziement in 1898.

‘unched with anv, German officer. On 
each visit I called on the general com 
manding at Mulhausen with my regu- 
passport in accordance with my 
luty.

ited that he .never rode ,with Drey-

with the whole Dreyfus family. 

Maj. d'Infreville testified that he hac 
known Germain since 1894. He added 
‘that Germain informed him that Drey- 
‘us attended the German maneuvers. 
Witness had never eaid that an officer 
Germain saw in the Bois de Bologne | 
was Dreyfus, for the simple reason 
that he did not -°~ Dreyfus. 

Germain, on being recalled, asserted 
that he cerfainly thought Maj. d’Infre- 
ville told him the officer referred to 
was Dreyfus. 

Capt. Lemmonier of the headquarters 
staff, who was a probationer on the 
staff at the same time as Dreyfus, de- 
posed that while they were at the 
School of War, in 1894, Dreyfus, in the 
course off a conversation, referring 
to the covering of troops in the Vosges 
region and the movements necessary 
for the invasion of Alsace, said he was 
Well acquainetd with a certain position 
to which the Germans attached great 
importance as a means of checking a 
I'rench advance. This position, witnes 
continued, was westward of Mulhau- 
sen, and Dreyfus said he reached this 
opinion after following the German 
naneuvers on horseback. 

The prisoner at this point quietly 
yointed out that the position mentioned 
by Capt. Lemmonier was situated in 
a totally different locality from wher 
ie (the prisoner) is supposed to have 
ee the maneuvers. Dreyfus ad- 
qed: 

“Capt. Lemmonier must have con- 
fused it with a position which I de- 
scribed from knowledge acquired when 
traversing the whole district on horse- 
back while a youth.” The prisoner re- 
iterated that he never attended the 
maneuvers in question. 

M. Villon, a tripe merchant, and an- 
other of the friends of M. de Beaure- 
paire, declared that when in Berlin, 
during in 1894, he overheard a conver- 
sation of some German officers who 
were lunching im an adjoining room. 
One of the officers, witness said, ex- 
pressed indignation that a French of- 
ficer should be guilty of treason, and 
his companion replied: “It is a good 
thing for us. You know we were get- 
ting the plan of mobilization from 
Dreyfus.”’ 

At the request of M. Demange, M. 
Villon detailed the alleged conversa- 
tion, and said he had not mentioned 
the conversation in 1894, because Drey- 
fus had been arrested, and knowing 
him to be guilty, witness foresaw he 
would be convicted. 

Special Commissary: Fischer of the 
Eastern Military Railway system de- 
posed that he was ordered to investi- 
gate a leakage in the gunnery school 
at Bourges, and, he added, the re- 
sults of the inquiries’ did not seem to 
incriminate Dreyfus. 

Fischer asserted that he was not long 
in finding out that a former artillery- 
man named Thomas had communicated 
to a foreign power documents affect- 
ing the national defense. Thomas, he 
added, was sentenced to death for at- 
tempted murder, in 1886, but the sen- 
tence was commuted to penal servitude 
for life. | 

The witness went to M. Vignon and 
secured the convict’s confession that 
he communicated sketches of shell 80 
of the horse artillery gun and of the 


‘120 siege gun, for which he had re- 


ceived f.1000. 

Replying to Col. Jouaust, the witness 
declared that, as Thomas was arrested 
in 1896, he could not have been a spy 
at a later date. 

Lieut. Bernheim testified that while 
in garrison at Rouen he furnished Es- 
terhazy with information and docu- 
ments regarding the artillery in which 
Esterhazy was much interested. «The 
witness was never able to recover the 
documents. He supposed at the time 
that Esterhazy was anxious to increase 
his military knowledge. Replying to 
M. Demange, Lieut. Bernheim said he 
had not testified at the Esterhazy trial 
because his testimony was then con- 
sidered to be of no great value. ° 

Lieut. Brugere, the _ artillery re- 
serve, the next witness @alled, said 
it was perfectly easy for any officer to 
closely inspect’ the ‘120. short gun.” 
Moreover, he added, ‘detailed explana- 
tions and information regarding the 
brake Were given to the officers present 
when the gun was fired. On two occa- 
sions, witness said, when the gun was 
fired. he noticed the presence of a 
group of non-artillery officers. There- 
fore, the HNeutenant pointed out, it was 
plain that access to the gun was quite 
easy. 

In May, 1894, Lieut. Brugere contin- 
ued, the new firing manual was dis- 
tributed. A copy was given to each 
battery, and, as the captain's lectures 
were not fully understood, further 
copies of the firing manual were 
printed, and all officers and non-com- 
missioned officers so desiring could ob- 
tain as many as they liked. In some 
regiments, even the ordinary gunners 
secured copies, and among these fav- 
ored regiments; Lieut. Brugere pointed 
out, was the Sixth Artillery, stationed 
at Rennes. [Excitement.] 

The witness said he gave his copy 
of the firing manual to an infantry of- 
ficer, May 17, 1894. The Societe de 
Tir a Canon of Paris also reprinted the 
manual and distributed it among its 
members. 

Capt. Lerond here interposed, tay- 
ing no batteries of the “120 short gun” 
were at the Chalons camp in 1894, and 
Lieut. Brugere retorted that he onlv 
referred to what he, saw §{n the month 
of May.

Picquart said he believed it was the 
1895 manual and that the copy was 
made in 1896 in Mai. Panizzardi’s room 
in the presence of Ma‘ Panhizzardi and 
another person. Col. Picquart added 
that Maj. Lauth ought to know some- 
thing about a certain mark on the 
manual. All the manuals at the Ver- 
sailles garrison were ordered returned 
to headquarters in order to see which 
one was missing. 

Gen. de Loye wdmitted that he was 
not sure whether it was 1894 or 1895 
manual, and corroborated Col. Pic- 
quart’s statements. 

Maj. Lauth expressed surprise at the 
fact that Col. Picquart’s recollections 
were so vague and added that bicquart 
had relations with the spy “Corningue” 
=e he said, was a doubtful charac- 
er. 

M. Labori said Maj. Lauth insinuated 
that Corningue was trying to levy 
blackmail. Was that his idea? , 

Col. Jouaust refused to allow .the 
question and M. Labori exclaimed: 
“You disallow every awkward ques- 
tion.”” [Sensation.] 

The stir caused by this lively retort 
had not yet subsided when the govern- 
ment commissary, Maj. Carriere, arose 
and begged to point out that the de- 
fense was constantly asking leave to 
speak, and that when he, the commis- 
sary, asked to do so, he refused every 
permission, to which Col. Jouaust re- 
plied: “I have heard enough. Hold 
your tongue. Be quiet. The incident 
is closed.” [Prolonged ldughter.] 

Addressing Col. Picquart, M. Labori 


said: “When did you know that the 
firing manual was being copied?” 
Col. Picquart said: ‘During the sum- 


mer of 1896.’’ 

M. Labori having remarked that this 
was all he desired to ask at present, 
Gen. Hippolyte Sebert (retired,) of the 
marine artillery, deposed. He preceded 
his testimony by saying he did not 
think he ought to withhold the evidence 
he was able to give, as he felt it would 
contribute repatriation of a judicial er- 
ror. The general then criticised the bor- 
dereau from a professional standpoint, 
pointing out that the writer must have 
been @ low-classed man, negotiating 
directly with a correspondent on whose 
doles he was dependent. He said he 
was probably an officer, but certainly 
not an artillery officer, adding that this 
was proved by the employment of ex- 
pressions an artilleryman could not 
have used. 

The witness gave a number of in- 
Stances, showing the dense ignorance 
displayed in gunnery technicalities by 
the writer of the bordereau, and amid 
profound silence, Gen. Sebert declared 
that his study of the case had led him 
to the conviction that the bordereau 
could not have been written by an ar- 
tillery officer nor by an officer belong- 
ing to a special arm of the service who 
had passed through the Polytechnic 
School. 

Gen. Sebert referred to the satisfac- 
tion he felt at knowing that the experts 
of the highest standing in handwriting 
had confirmed his opinion and had dis- 
missed M. Bertillon’s assertions, saying 
that on examination he, the witness, 
had easily found proof of the worth- 
lessness of that demonstration. [Sen- 
sation.] 

“It is painful to added Gen. .Se- 
bert, express such an opinion on 
the man whose name is connected with 
the of the anthromopetric 
method, which has done the greatest: 
service. But’ French science cannot 
give its authority to’ lugubrations so 
pretentious™ ag those M. Bertillon 
brought here.

from outside passions. [Excitement.] 
This edifice is the work of appease- 
ment and peace which willl restore the 
country to an era of concord and 
union.”’ [Prolonged excitement.] 

A brief suspension of the session fol- 
lowed. When the session was resumed 
at the request of M. Labori, Gen. Sebert 
expressed his opinion of Valerio’s evi- 
dence in support of M. Bertillon’s sys- 
tem, saying that in spite of the latter's 
talent, he hadj not succeeded in con- 
verting a false theory into a true one. 

M. Bertillon at this point exclaimed: 
“I beg leave to speak.” 

Col. Jouaust asked the prisoner if he 
had anything to say in reply to the 
witness, and the prisoner replied that 
he had not. Then Col. Jouaust, with- 
out taking the slightest notice of M. 
Bertillon, called the next witness, Maj. 
Ducros of the artillery, who showed 
that Dreyfus bad abundant opportunity 
in 1894 to obtain information about 
guns, but did not take advantage of 
them. 

Gen. Mercier tried to belittle this tes- 
timony by saying Dreyfus was prob- 
ably aware that knowledge of the Du- 
cros gun was no longer of importance, 
since the gun had been rejected in fa- 
vor of the Depot gun. 

Maj. Hartmann of the artillery was 
the next witness for the defense. He 
asked permission to refer to certain of 
the documents which were produced 
during the secret session of the court 
yesterday. upon which he said he had 
reached important conclusions. But 
Gen. de Loye objected, as it was con- 
trary to the instructions of the Minis- 
ter of War. 

The major then asked the court to sit 
briefly in camera, and Col. Jouaust 
promised to render a decision later. 
Proceeding, Maj. Hartmann testified on 
highly technical subjects, his evidence 
being the same as given before the 
Court of Cassation, and as already pub- 
lished early in the year. He spoke in 
loud, energetic tones, and occupied the 
whole of the remainder of the session. 
The major will continue his testimony 
tomorrow. - . 

The court, at 11:49 a.m., adjourned 
until tomorrow.

GEN. LEE’S REPORT. 


FAVORS INDEPENDENT GOVERN- 
MENT FOR THE ISLAND. 
| 
He Advises the Holding of a General 


Election for President, Vice- 
President and Members of Con- 


greas—The United States to 
Maintain a Protectorate With Its 
Troops. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Sept. 1—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that Gen. Fitzhugh Lee has made an 
elaborate report. on prevailing condi- 
tions in the territory in Cuba under his 
jurisdiction, and takes strong grounds 
for an independent government for the 
Cubans under an American protecto- 


rate. 

The War Department, in March, di- 
rected the commanders of departments 
in.Cuba to make @ report on the condi- 
tions in their sevéral sections, and to 
accompany it with recommendations as 
to the treatment of the natives. Gen. 
Lee is the only commander who has so 
far responded. 

Gen. Lee begins his report by stating 
conditions in Havana and Pinar del Rio 
provinces are making rapid progress 
toward a state of peace, good order 
and prosperity. He goes into detail, 
taking up the subject, town by town, 
and showing a general improvement 
throughout the western end of the Isl- 
and. His report in this respect is very 
gratifying, indicating, as it does, that 
there is not as much suffering from 
want of food as is often asserted in un- 
official reports. 

Turning to recommendations, Gen. 
Lee urges the taking of a census as a 
first step toward the establishment of 
self-government. Gen. Lee thinks: that 
the next step should be the careful con- 
sideration of the question of suffrage 
for the Cubans. He takes it for granted 
that there will be elections by the na- 
tives, and he points out the impor- 
tance of wise action in determining the 
qualifications of voters. 

He recommends an independent re- 
publican government with a president, 
vice-president and a congress. He 
would have this established soon, and 
advises the holding of a general elec- 
tion for the selection of those officers. 
He says nothing of a constitution, 
leaving it to be inferred that he either 
overlooked that step or would have it 
left to the Cuban congress to provide 
after its installation in office. In this 
connection he lays stress upon the need 
of a system of jurisprudence, suitable 
for an independent government and so 
guarded as to secure justice to the peo- 

le. 
Gen. Lee evidently foresees that while 
the United States might provide Cuba 
with a model system of government, 
the natives would be likely to spoil it 
in the administration, and he has sub- 
mitted suggestions for keeping the gov- 
ernment machinery running along lines 
that commend themselves to the Amer- 
ican mind. e says the United States 
should keep a strict supervision over 
Cuba until its republican government 
is completed and firmly established. 
Even after relieving the Cubans in part 
of Aanerican protection, he would have 
Ajnitéed States troops maintained in the 
islan@ to protect Americans and other 
aliens in the enjoyment of their per- 
sonal and property rights. 


PORTO RICAN FRESHET. 


People Leaving Their Homes for 
Refuge in Public Buildings.

On receipt of a tele- 
gram from Jiminez, leader of the revo- 
lution in Santo Domingo, saying he has 
been set at liberty and is leaving San- 
tiago de Cuba for Puerto Plata. Gov. 
Imbert, the actual Governor of Puerto 
Plata, has announced that Jiminez will 
soon arrive at Puerto Plata. The whole 
country, it is added, is awaiting his ar- 
rival, and the population is calm, 

Gen. Guellito, the Governor of Monte 
Christo, alone refuses to capitulate. He 
declares he is awaiting confirmation of 
the news of the success of the revolu- 
tion to give up the city and commit 
suicide. 

FIGHTING IS OVER. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Santo Domingo says 
there is little doubt that Jiminez will 
succeed to the Presidency as soon as he 
arrives. 

The peace and tranquility- which pre- 
vade the city are in marked contrast 
with the conditions that existed a few 
days ago, and show how popular the 
revolution is With the masses. Appar- 
ently the entire island is satisfied that 
the change in government promises 1m- 
provement in conditions. The newspa- 
pers urge moderation, and ask citizens 
to refrain from disturbances. This ad- 
vice is apparently unnecessary, in view 
of the quiet which prevails. 

Figuereo was permitted to reach his 
home in Azua de Composetta unmo- 
lested, and the revolutionists every- 
where are behaving with the utmost 
moderation, even going as far as to pay 
a property taken and all supplies 
used. 

It is believed that all fighting is over 
and that with the arrival of the lead- 
ers of the revolution on Sunday to take 
charge of the government, all cause for 
alarm will have been removed. 


RIGHTS REJECTED. 


Ovner of Extensive Interests Has 

Confidence in New Authorities. 

[A. EARLY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—The Santo 
Domingo Improvement Company, whose 
offices are in this city, expresses no 
concern over the revolution in Santo 
Domingo. Vice-President Charles W. 
Wells said that he had perfect confi- 
dence that the contract between the 
company and the existing government 
would be respected by the new authori- 
ties. He intimated that the power ot 
the United States government woulda 
be exerted, if necessary, to that end. 

Since 1893 -the Santo Domingo Im- 
provement Company, by virtue of a 
contract with the Heureaux adminis- 
tration, has exercised a large measure 
of control over Dominican affairs. By 
virtue of this contract it became the 
agent for the payment of the Domin- 
ican debt, amounting to £4,326,750, the 
principal and interest being payable 
in gold in London. The rate of interest 
on the Dominican bonds varies from 
2% to 4 per cent., and the company 
has established a sinking fund for the 
payment of the principal of the obli- 
gations, some of which have nearly 
one hundred years to run. 

According to a prospectus issued 
by the company, the revenues of the 
government in 1892, the year hefore the 
contract became operative, amounted 
to $1,305,000, the Mexican silver dollar 
being the standard. Since then there 
has been a steady increase, and in 
1898 the income amounted to $3,400,000. 
All of the revenues are collected by the 
company, which turns over $15,000 a 
week to the native authorities for the 
support of the government, retaining 
the remainder for expenses, interest 
and sinking fund. Qf course, the com- 
pany hopes to reap large profits from 
the arrangements. 

“Besides these direct relations with 
the government,” said Vice-President 
Wells. “our company has other im- 
portant interests in Santo Domingo. 
We own the principal railroad in the 
country, which now runs from Puerto 
Plata on the seacoast to the interior 
city of Santiago, a distance of about 
fifty miles. We now have a force of 
500 men engaged in building an exten- 
sion’ of the road from Santiago to 
Moca, about twenty miles in length. 
and when this is completed we expect 
to extend the line twenty miles further 
to Macoris, where it will connect with 
the only other railroad in the country. 

“The latter is about fifty miles long, 
extending from Samana Bay to La- 
vega. It is owned by the Bairds of 
Glasgow, who are anxious to dispose 
of it to us. Our road runs through a 
mountainous country, which presented 
difficulties too great for the Belgian 
engineers who built it, and for the 
German company, from whom we pur- 
chased it. We are now rebuilding sev- 
eral miles of the original line, in order 


© do away with the steep grades 
Which have interfered largely with 
operation. 


“The commercial affairs of the coun- 
try are largely in the hands of ‘Ger- 
man firms, but ‘there are important 
American interests besides those con- 
trolled by our company. Many of the 
largest sugar and banana plantations 
are owned by Americans, the planters 
living in the island in the winter months 
and coming to the United States in 
summer. 

“We have no fear that any American

interest will suffer by the change of 
Bovernment. The United States gov- 
ernment has just offered us the services 
of an efficient customs -officer to take 
charge of the customhouse ‘at one ol 
the principal Dominican seaports. .We 
expect to employ Americans at the 
other. ports as soon as we can obtain 
the right men. We have a dozen repre- 


sentatives, mostly Americans, residing — 
in the principal towns of the country, 


They have informed us that the in- 
surrection has not thus far interfered 
with our interests or with the genera) 


prosperity of the island. 


“This revolution has not been 38 
bloody affair. In fact, in the only bat- 
tle of serious magnitude, which has 
been reported, the insurgents were de- 
feated by the government forces. But 
there appears to be a general desire 
for a change, mainly’ due. to the cur- 
rency question, which has been the 
cause of popular upheavals in the 
United States and other countries.”

AGUIRRE AND HIS AX. 


Angelenos Appointed After Decap- 
itations at San Quentin. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Sept. 1.— 
Warden Aguirre 
again swung his ax today, and as a 
result, two more Los Angelefios are 
placed in comfortable berths. The for- 
tunate southerners are George Mc- 
Dougall, appointed shipping clerk, and 
Charles Grise, appointed foreman of 
the stock farm. William Byrnes of 
San Rafael was made superintendent 
of the jute mill. He worked for Dan 
Burns in the recent Senatorial fight, 
and this is his reward. 

George McDougall, the new shipping 
clerk, has been living recently in San 
Francisco, and his appointment Will 
be credited to that county. It is un- 
derstood, however, that he came from 
Los Angeles immediately after the in- 
auguration of Gov. Gage, and that his 
interests are in the southern part of 
the State. 

The position of foreman of the stock 
farm, to which Charles Grise has been 
appointed, is one of the most desirable 
positions at the prison. Two months 
ago, the Board of State Prison Direc- 
tors raised his salary from $60 to $90 
a month. It was then understood. that 
the place was being prepared for one 
of the Governor’s favorites, John Jones, 
who held it realizing that his tenure 
was short, and frankly admitting he 
did not expect to remain. Grise comes 
from Compton, Los Angeles county. 

With these appointments, Aguirre 
has exhausted’ the patronage of the 
prison with the exception of three 
minor offices and three guards. He 
surprised everyone last night by dis- 
charging Silas Parker, the old soldier 
who has been guard for a number of 
years. Parker is a veteran of ihe civil 
war and a member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. His record, it Was 
believed, made him a fixture at the 
prison. 


OFFICERS’ SKELETON HUNT. 


First One Was Unsuccessful, but An- 
other Will Be Organized.

SAN JOSE, Sept. 1.—Sheriff Lang- 
ford and Deputy Rieves have reached 
here from their unsuccessful hunt for 
the skeleton seen in the mountains 
near Pacheco Pass.

Ostriches for Pasadena and a Rep- 
resentative for Congress.

The board will meet Tuesday next 
to officially announce the tax rate. 


YUMA FIRE VICTIMS. 


Wilson’s Remains Found—Tramp 
Says He Lost Two Companions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


YUMA (Ariz.,) Sept. 1—The mangled 
remains of Rodolfo Wilson, one of the 
victims of Wednesday’s fire, was re- 
covered from the ruins late this even- 
ing. The trench dug yesterday by con- 
victs drained the water out of the 
basement early ‘this morning, and the 
work of recovering the dead was car- 
ried to better advantage. A large 
force. of convicts worked diligently in 
the ruins all day, but there is a vast 
amount of débris to handle yet. John 
Gandolfe, proprietor of the building 
that was destroyed, arrived from Los 
Angeles this evening, and immediately 
put every available man in town at 
work in the basement, where bodies 
are ‘buried beneath several feet of 
débris. 

The body of young Wilson, which was 
recovered this evening, was not badly 
burned, but was in such a state of de- 
composition that it was handled with 
much difficulty. The funeral took 
place immediately after the body was 
recovered. 

The remains of James Tapia, a sev- 
enteen-year-old boy, are the only ones 
positively known to be in the ruins. A 
tramp, however, states he is certain 
two of his comrades were killed. They 
were asleep some distance from the 
store when the fire broke out. When 
they saw the fire was in the store, 
they rushed to the scene with the 


scanty wardrobes. They have not been 
seen since, but it is barely possible that 
they got what clothing they needed and 
left town to avoid arrest. 

At the present rate of progress, the 
work of searching the ruins will be fin- 
ished within twenty-four hours.

TRIAL OF RIOTERS. 


Aftermath of the Trouble With Ne- 
at Darien, Ga. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DARIEN (Ga.,) Sept. 1.—The trial of 
five of the negro rioters began this 
morning. Among them are two women. 
Sheriff Blount and his special deputy, 
T. A. Bailey, who intended to carry 
Henry Delagell to Savannah, but who 
were intimidated by the presence of the 
negroes and the ringing of the church 
bells, were called to the stand. Bailey 
swore that he went to the jail with the 
intention of assisting the Sheriff in tak- 
ing the prisoner away when he heard 
the bell ring and™saw the negroes 
gather, some with guns and all excited. 
One of the men now on trial, James 
Wyllie, was heard by Bailey to say 
that if Delagell was taken from jail 
the streets of Darien would run with 
blood. 

The sensational feature of Sheriff 
Blount’s testimony was that he sum- 
moned a number of negroes to guard 
the jail after the demonstration, and 
among them was Ben Dunham, who he 
had seen in the crowd with a gun at 
the height of the tumult. Blount ex- 
plained that he had placed this guard 
at the jail to ease the: minds of the ne- 
gro population. 

W. G. Charlton is conducting the ex- 
amination of witnesses for the prose- 
cution, and Judge H. H. D. Twiggs for 
the defense. The indictments returned 
by the grand jury were all for rioting. 
Thirty-seven -true bills were returned, 
and in twenty-two cases no bills were 
found. This action of the grand jury 
in turning loose twenty-two men under 
arrest left no excuse for a motion ofa 
change of venue, and no motion of that 
kind was made. The trial will continue 
several days.

YELLOW FEVER REPORT.

TROOPS’ REMOVAL ORDERED FROM 
“KEY WEST. 


Gen. Miles Recommends Fort Mc- 
Pherson—No Cases Among Them 
as Yet—New Orleans Establishes 
a Quarantine—Four Cases Ap- 
pear 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Gen. Frank, 
commandnig the Department of the 
Gulf, has telegraphed the War Depart- 
ment that four cases of yellow fever 
have appeared at Key West, and asking 
instructions. In. reply Gen. Miles sent 
telegraphic instructions directing the 
removal of the garrison at Key West 
to such a point as Gen. Frank may 
deem best, but suggesting Fort Mc- 
Pherson, on account of the ample quar- 
ters at that post. The garrison at +f 
West is composed of Batteries B and N, 
First Artillery. 

The acting assistant surgeon at Key 
West has also reported to Gen. Stern- 
berg that four cases of yellow fever 
have appeared in the town. There are 
no cases among the troops.

SAILED FOR EUROPE. 


Notorious Buneo-steerer Huff Es- 

capes from New York Officers. 

{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Under the 
name of Eralzo Walton, police officials 
say that George C. Huff, whom they 
describe as a notorious western crim- 
inal and “‘bunco steerer,” legally es- 
caped from the custody of Detective 
Sergeant Reidy on Wednesday after- 
noon after he had been arrested for 
swindling a widow in Denver, and 
sailed for Liverpool. 

Huff, or Walton, was arrested early 
Wednesday morning on the arrival of 
a West Shore train at Franklin stgeet 
and taken to police headquarters. He 
expressed the greatest indignation at 
his detention, admitted that he came 
from Denver, but said he was>a busi- 
ness man, and that his name was 
Eralzo Walton. 

Capt. McCluskey received a telegraph 
dispatch from the ChiefKof Police of 
Denver on Tuesday night, asking him 
to arrest Huff, who was wanted for 
forgery and swindling. The dispatch 
said the man wanted was about 28 
years old, and weighed 180 pounds. 

Magistrate Seller asked the detective 
whether any further evidence than 
the telegram could be presented show- 
ing that Walton “vas the man wanted, 
and Reidy said that until word was 
received from Denver, the police de- 
partment had no further evidence to 
offer. Magistrate Seller was convinced 
that a mistake had been made, and 
discharged the prisoner, who sailed for 
Europe. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


Monthly Statement Shows Decrease 
Compared With Last Month. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows the 
debt. less cash in the _ treasury, 
amounted to $1,157,306,555, a decrease as 
compared with the last month of $4,- 
281.116. This décrease is accounted for 
by a corresponding,increase in cash on 
hand. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-bearing debt, $1,046,048, 850; 
debt. on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,215,150; debt bearing no in- 
terest, $389,395,427; total, $1,436,659,427. 

The cash in the treasury is classified 
as follows: Gold, $317,446,960; silver, 
$505,059,814; paper, $58,484,240; bonds, de- 


posits in national banks’ ‘depositories, 
disbursing officers’ balances, etc., $81,- 
388,867, making a total of $962,379,882. 
against which there are demand liabili- 
ties outstanding amounting to $683,027,- 
010, leaving a net cash balance on hand 
of $279,352,672. 

The net gold in the treasury today 
was $248,757,971, the largest amount in 
the history of the government and an 
increase of $877,370 over yesterday. 

The gold certificates so far withdrawn 
from the several sub-treasuries for gold 
amount to $38,004,491; from 
revenue, $24,238,039, against $24,015,934 
for August, 1898; from miscellaneous 
sources, $5,194,436, against $1,517,073 for 
August, 1898. 

The disbursements charged to the 
War Department during August 
amounted to $14,981,390, against $25,- 
163.235 for the corresponding month last 
year. The disbursements charged to 
the Navy Department were $4,597,965. 
against $6,386,277 for August, 1898. 3 

Since July 1, 1899, the receipts have 
aggregated $98,032,431, as compared with 
$85,628,816 during the same period last 
year. The expenses during the last two 
months have amounted to $102,083,402. 
against $130,524,193 for the corresponding 
period last year. 


IRON WORKS WRECKED. 


=) 
Five Men Killed and Seven Seriously 
Injured at Pittsburgh. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Sept. 1.—A 
boiler exploded at the Republic Iron 
Works on South Twenty-fourth street 
shortly before daylight this morning, 
killing five men and seriously injuring 
seven. The mill was partly wrecked 
and the entire plant was compelled 
to close down. The dead are: 

DAVID MATTHEWS, married. . 

THOMAS BEAVANS, married. 

WILLIAM THOMAS, married. 

JOHN WARMINIKI; all were heat- 
ers. 

An unknown man was crushed al- 
most beyond recognition. 

The explosion occurred just as the 
night force was leaving and the day 
force was coming on duty, so that 
there were only a few men in the 
mill at the time. If it had happened 
half an hour later, the list of dead 
and injured would have been appalling. 
It occurred in the fourteen-inch de- 
partment, and the concussion was ter- 
rific. Buildings were shaken a mile 
away, and dust filled the air for two 
or three blocks. It entered open win- 
dows and nearly suffocated persons 
who were aroused by the roar and 
the shock. 

Immediately following the explosion 
the wreckage took ffire, and this 
added to the difficulties encountered 
in rescuing the burned and mutilated 
victims. The first two bodies recov- 
ered wear Beavans and Matthews. The 
men had been knocked down by flying 
bricks, and were roasted to death by 
the heat in their own furnaces. 

When the boiler burst, a section of 
it weighing four tons was blown 
through the roof and crashed into the 
side of the house of Gregory Sanders, 
about 200 yards distant. The building, 
which was of frame, was wrecked, 
but the occupants escaped with a bad 
fright. This flying portion of the 
boiler tore down the central supports 
of the roof, which fell in and par- 
tially burned some of those injured. 
The collapsed roof and the torn and 
scattered pieces of machinery and 
masonry formed a mass of wreckage 
in which the work of searching for 
the additional bodies supposed to be 
hidden by it was slow,-and tedious 
work. 

The bar mill, in which the accident 
occurred, is a part of what is known 
ras the Old Charter mill. The cause 
of’ the explosion has not yet been 
determined. The damage to the plant 
was heavy, but the firm could not es- 
timate it at this time.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.1 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 1—Two 
steamers arrived from Alaska today 
bringing about five hundred miners, 
fortunate and unfortunate. The Laur- 
ada came from St. Michaels and the 
Humboldt from Skaguay. The total 
amount of gold dust they orought 
down is estimated at half a million. 
The reports from the Cape Nome dis- 
trict are still conflicting. 

S. M. Warren and H. O. Roberts of 
Denver brought out $50,000 from the 
Eagle City district. J. Dickinson, who 
has been in that district six years, had 
$25,000. 

From the Klondike come J. H. Ladd 
with $20,000; E.M. McGrath with $50,000, 
and Charley Anderson with $40,000. 
Many hard-luck stories are also told. 

T. C. Martin of Chicago lies in 
Providence Hospital, and his old part- 
ner, Thomas Cragie of the same place, 
is dead on the barren and inhospitable 
shores of Kotzebue Sound. Martin 
went in two years ago and is a physical 
wreck, glad to have escaped with his 
life. 


P. J. Peterson of Chicago, who came 
back on the Laurada, said he has an 
iron constitution and does not seem to 
be much the worse off for a hard win- 
ter spent in the Kotzebue country. “I 
was the only one there out of thirty- 
one, who pitched camp,” he said, ‘‘that 
was able, when the ice broke up, to 
walk out on straight legs.” Peterson 
wintered about two hundred and 
sixty-five miles up the Kobuck River, 
from the mission on Hoodum Inlet. 

Dr. Graves of Redding, Cal., died in 
the Koyukuk country of spinal men- 
ingitis. 

Bering Sea was swept by a terrific 
windstorm on the 19th, 20th and 21st of 
August, that made all shivpving caught 
out in it struggle hard to live. 

The British gunboat Pheasant, the 
United States cutters Rush and Cor- 
win and the Laurada were caught out 
and had a hard time to live it out. All 
escaped, however, but the Pneasant 
lost two lifeboats, which were smashed 
by heavy seas washing her decks. The 
Rush and the Pheasant, after the 
storm, put into Dutch Harbor, where 
the Laurada saw them. 


DUST ON THE DIRIGO. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 1.—The 
Dirigo arrived from Alaska today with 
200 passengers and gold dust estimated 
at $250,000. The biggest: winner {s 
Barclay of North Dakota, with $100,000. 
Among the passengers was C. 8S. Coats- 
worth, who went in over ‘he Eumonton 
route. He reports that Dr. Mason of

It is 
estimated that there are 3000 ‘broke”’ 
men in the Klondike who must get out 
of the country or become objects of 
charity next winter. 

The government is building a wagon 
trail from Caribou Crossing to a point 
below White Horse Rapids. through 
Watson Valley and around Thirty Mile 
River. This will lessen the distance 
on the winter trail fully 100 miles. 


INDIAN MASSACRE, 
Investigation of the Murder of the 


Jessie Expedition Begun. 
[ASSGCIATED VRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


ST. MICHAELS (Alaska,) Aug. 14.— 
[Wired from Seattle, Sept. 1.) The in- 
vestigation of the reported murder of 
the members of the Jessie expedition 
by Indians, at the mouth of the Kus- 
kowim River, last summer, has begun. 
The revenue-cutter Corwin, Capt. Her- 
ring, left today for Nunivak Island, 
where R. C. Marsten, a trader who 
says the members of the expedition 
were massacred, will be taken aboard. 
The Corwin will then go to the mouth 
of the Kuskowim and land an investi- 
gating party, which, besides members 
of the crew, will include United States 
Marshal Shoup, who arrived here sev- 
eral days ago in company with United 
States District Judge Johnson. It is 
expected the investigation will last 
several days. 

The small military jail at this fort 
is almost filled with prisoners. They 
have all been remanded for trial at 
Sitka this fall. 

Another murder is reported to have 
taken place early in July near Hamil- 
ton on the Yukon River. Martin Eng- 
brechsten, a prospector, while sailing 
down the river from Dawson in a small 
boat with a companion named Tokel- 
s0n, was shot and killed by an Indian 
in a canoe. The Indian has not been 
apprehended. The murder was proba- 
bly to avenge some fancied wrong in- 
flicted in the past by a white man. 

A veritable stampede has set in from 
this place to Cape Nome, not less than 
fifty employés of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company and Northern Ameri- 
can Transportation and Trading Com- 
pany leaving within the past few days 
for the new diggings. The men, many 
of whom have been working for salaries 
ranging from $50 to $75 a month. have 
been crazed by the reports recently 
brought over from Anvil City by re- 
turning miners, every one of whom is 
loaded down with beach gold. 

Added to this is the demand made 
upon the trading companies for quick- 
silver, copper plate, cyanide and other 
articles used in rocking. Money is no 
object in the purchase of these articles. 
and it is not an uncommon occurrence 
to see men offer $3 a pound for quick- 
silver-and as much for copper plates. 


DISPUTED STRIP. 


Steamer VLaurada Brings News of the 


Arrest of Miners. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT: ] 

SEATTLE, Sept. 1.—The steamer 
Laurada of Cuban filibustering fame, 
arrived this morning from St. Michaels, 
Alaska, with 200 passengers from Daw- 
son and Cape Nome, and a_e small 
amount of gold dust. Purser Coup says 
he had $50,000 worth in his custody. 

Cape Nome passengers report that a 
few days before they left, 390 miners 
were placed under arrest for trespass. 
The arrest was made by Lieut. Crai- 
gie and a detachment of ten men, on 
the complaint. of a company which 
claims to own a strip on the beach be- 


tween low and mean high tide. The 
miners were held under arrest Wut a 
few hours. Lieut. Craigie saw that it 
would be impossible to provide for such 
a large number, and ordered their re- 
lease, notifying the company to seek 
redress in court. The strip in dispute 
has never been officially surveyed. 

S. R. Colvin, who sold his claim at 
Cape Nome for $35,000, says men mining 
on the beach are taking out from $4 
to $40 to the man. The district is a god- 
send to the many who had spent all 
their substance prospecting in other 
parts of Alaska without result.

A special dispatch received here 
today from Shanghai reports that seri- 
ous trouble has occurred in the Kiao 
Chou hinterland between the Germans 
and Chinese, in which six of the lat- 
ter were shot.

Mine-owner Discusses the Yaqui 
Outbreank—Nogales School Bond 
Election—John Bradbury Says 
$400,000 is the Yearly Output of 
His El Tajo Mines. 


NOGALES (Ariz.,) Aug. 30.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Those opposed to 
the retention in office of Customs Col- 
lector H. K. Chenoweth now claim to 
be having an inning. For a fortnight 
past there have been in evidence in No= 
gales two Treasury Department in- 
spectors, Converse T. Smith of Boston 
and J. T. Power of San Francisco. They 
have been examining very carefully 
into the books and procedure of the 
customhouse, probing for evidence on 
the charges that the collector carried 
dummies on his pay-roll. A large num- 
ber of witnesses have been examined on 
bith sides, but the trend of the evi- 
dence cannot be learned. Present also 
in Nogales during the past week, on 
business connected with the investiga- 
tion, has been Special Agent William E. 
Pulliam of the. customs service, lately 
appointed to his office, with headquar- 
ters in El Paso. 

All reports reaching Nogales from 
the Yaqui country show that the insur- 
rection is local in character. A recent 
arrival from the Yaqui River Valley is 
Col. A. H. Moore of New York, an 
owner of mining property near the 
Yaqui Reservation. Concerning the 
outbreak he said: 

“TI find no indications of Yaqui depre- 
dations in any of the region I passed 
through; nor did I hear of any in that 
region. Naturally the people in that 
district are alarmed, and many women 
have been sent from the settlements 
and haciendas to places of safety as a 
matter of precaution. When I left Or- 
tiz for Bonancita last Saturday with 
our superintendent, Johnson, I did not 
know what I might encounter, and I 
took a Yaqui guide with me. When I 
arrived at the camp I found every- 
thing safe. Going and coming I met 
Yaquis, and through the guide secured 
information that leads me to believe 
that nothing serious will result from 
the troubles The Indians told me it is 
not a war of the tribe, but rather a 
gathering of Indian and Mexican rene- 
gades, whose actions are condemned 


by all their tribesmen of the better 


class. As a matter of fact, my conclu- 
sion is that this trouble means no more 
to Sonora or Mexico.than an overin- 
dulgence in firewater does among our 
own Indians. 

“This band of renegades began its 
annual pascoli on San Juan's day, June 
°4, and the dance and carousal that fol- 
lows is only limited by the supply of 
rations and mescal. The renegades 
probably wrought themselves into con- 
ditions of drunken frenzy, as Uncle 


Sam's reds frequently do. I believe 
that Jack Remiley and Charley Miller, 
encountered or passed near one of these 
pascolis, were mistaken for Mexican 
scouts and shot. I do not believe these 
renegades will leave the reservation, 
nor do I believe that any Americans are 
in the slightest danger. If the entire 
fighting strength of the tribe were on 
the warpath, I would say the danger Is 
great, but such does not seem to be the 
condition. I feel safe so far as my prop- 
erty is concerned, for I have confidence 
in the ability of the Mexican troops to 
care for the renegades, and I believe 


| they will or already have paid dearly 


for the murder of Remley and Miller.’ 

The contract for the construction of 
the new Nogales schoolhouse has been 
awarded to J. J. Vanderwoort of No- 
gales, for $13,422. 

Though the school bonds have been 
sold, there is to be a new school-bond 
election September 18. This has been 
necessitated by the discovery that the 
bonds as prepared, in denominations 
of $1000 each, could not be redeemed as 
provided in the former election call 
without splitting. The new bonds will 
alternately be in denominations of $1090 
and $600, one of cach to be annually re- 
during the sinking-fund je- 

By the annual report of Judge Eb. 
Williams, Superintendent of Schools for 
Santa Cruz county, it is found the 
county has sixteen schools, with sev- 
enteen teachers. Pupils enrolled num- 
ber 994, 490 being boys and 504 girls. 
The item of salaries agsregated for 
the past year $6266, male teachers aver- 
aging $75 a month and the females 
$63.75. The average term was six and 
one-half months. 

During a late visit to Nogales of 
General Manager Kruttschnitt of the 
Southern Pacific, he stated that his 
company has in view improvements for 
the Sonora railway that will raise the 
equipment and roadbed of that line to 
the standard of the main line. He aé@- 
mitted that the company has in view 
the extension of the road from Guay- 
mas southward into the rich agricul- 
tural and mining distriets of Sifialon. 

George Crocker, second vice-presi4ent 
of the Southern Pacific system, has 
presented a library of 550 volumes to 
the employés of the Sonora road. The 
books are to be placed in the depot 
building in Nogales, to them being 11- 
ded a large number of volumes of stan- 
dard works, heretofore collected or do- 
nated by local officials of the railway.

Jadge Trask Takes the Blanchard 
Divorce Case Under Advisement, 
Young Boy’s Trouble With 
‘His Stepmother. 


The allotment of funds to the various 
city departments, and the amount of 
appropriations to be made to meet the 
general municipal expenses for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, have been agreed upon 
by the members of the City Council. 
The list of appropriations and allow- 
ances will be presented at the next 
meeting of the City Council by the 
Finance Committee. Several of the de- 
partments will be disappointed because 
their estimates were unmercifully cut, 
but the necessity for these reductions 
is to be explained in the committee's 
report. 

The proposition to establish a new 
city department to be known as the de- 
partment of electricity, has been agreed 
to by the members of the City Coun- 
cil, and provision for it has been made 
in the annual apportionment of funds. 
As the head of this department the City 
Electrician will have supervision of the 
fire-alarm and police signal systems, 
and all other electrical apparatus be- 
longing to the city. 

The authority of the Oil Inspector is 
to be extended so as to cover the new 
oil fields north and west of the old 
fields to the city limits. This change 
has been made necessary by the recent 
additions made to the oil fields. 

Antonio Ortega, a young Mexican 
who eloped with Susanna Perez of Al- 
hambra last April, was tried for rape 
yesterday and found guilty. The Perez 
girl was proved to be under 16 years of 
age, and, although both had wisi ed to 
be ‘married, the father strénuously ob- 
jected, and does still object. The mini- 
mum sentence for rape is five years. 

The case of Mrs. Marion Blanchard, 
chosen last queen of Fiesta, who is 
suing F. W. Blanchard, the Broadway 
Piano dealer, for a divorce on the 
ground of non-support, was heard yes- 
terday by Judge Trask and taken under 
advisement. 

John James, a twelve-year-old boy, 
was examined for incorrigibility by 
Judge York yesterday, but was not or- 
dered committed. Young James's worst 
depravity seems to be an inability to 
get along with his stepmother and a 
consequent persistence in running away 
from home. The boy is not vicious, and 
the court thought he was still too good 
for Whittier.

Annual Apportionment of Funds 
Completed — New Department, 
More Authority to Be Given 
the Oil Inspector—Street Work 


Ordered. 


The work of dividing the expected 
revenue of the city ‘or the current fis- 
cal year among the several city depart- 
ments, and providing for such munici- 
pal expenses as are not looked after by 
any particular department, has been 
completed. The task has been in the 
hands of the Finance Committee for 
weeks, and in doing it that committee 
has had the assistance of nearly all the 
other members of the Council, so that 
there is né doubt that the apportion- 
ments, which will be formally reported 
to the City Council on Tuesday, will be 
adopted. 

The members had egreed upon what 
the division of the city funds should be 
at the conference held Thursday after- 
noon, but after such agreement the 
difficult work of arranging the allow- 
ances and providing for the proper dl- 
vision of the tax levy had to be done. 
This work was assigned to Chairman 
Toll of the Finance Committee, and he 
and Assistant City Auditor Dominguez 
spent the entire day and part of last 
night in preparing the formal report of 
the committee. The text of this report 
has not yet been prepared, but the 
tables showing the departmental and 
other allowances have been completed. 

The following table shows the allow- 
ances to the departments, and on ac- 
count of such expenses as have to be 
provided for. The allowances made 
last year and the department estimates 
for this year are also given, so that a 
comparison can be mede as to the ex- 
tent of the increase in the expenses of 
the city.

It will be noticed that in e fore- 


going table there are several items in 


which there was no allowance made 


last. year. Fhese are new expenses 
which the Council has considered 
necessary. More money would have 
been appropriated for them if there 


available, and 
also have been 


had been more money 
other accounts would 
added. 

One of the riew features of this year's 
report is that including the creation of 
the department of electricity. Pro- 
vision has been made for such a de- 
partment in the new building taws soon 
to be presented to the Council, and as 
a majority of the Council has approved 
the plan the Finance Committee had 
to make an allowance for the new de- 
partment. The amount allowed for it 
was taken from what would otherwise 
have been allowed the.fire and police 
departments. The new department will 
be under the control of the City Elec- 
trictan, who will have charge of the 
fire-alarm and police signal systems, 
the lithting arrangements in the city 
buildings, and the electrical apparatus 
in the engine-houses. The city has re- 
cently invested a large amount In first- 
class electrical apparatus, and the 
proper care of it is a matter of such 
importance that the Council decided to 
make a separate department for it. 

The reduction in the street depart- 
ment is the largest that has been made 
there for several years, but it is the 
intention of the Council to give to this 
department the amount raised by the 
proposed vehicle-license ordinance, and 
this will, it is thought, more than make 
up for the defictency. The revenue from 
this source is expected to be not less 
than $25,000 per annum. In the allow- 
ance for this department last.vear the 
salary of the street-sprinkling inspector 
was included. In this year's estimate 
that salary is included in the street- 
sprinkling account. 

DIVISION INTO FUNDS. 

For the payment of all of the ex- 
penses of the city other than those of 
interest and sinking funds, a number of 
special standing funds are provided, 
the salary and cash funds being the 
largest and most important. Eath of 
the parks has a fund of its own. The 
departmental expenses are, as a rule, 
paid from tHe salary and cash funds, as 
are the other general expenses unless 
there is a particular fund provided for 
them. The city receives from sources 
other than taxation from licenses, etc., 
more than a quarter-million of dollars 
each year, and all of this is devoted to 
the general expenses. The following ta- 
ble shows how much of the general ex- 
penses are to be assigned to the sev- 
eral funds, how much of them will be 
paid from taxes, and how much from 
other sources. In the column of mis- 
cellaneous receipts, not. taxes, the 
amount of cash on hand, $3496.30, is 
computed twice, and must therefore be 
subtracted from the total in order t¢ 
make the necessary balance:

THE BOND ACCOUNT. 

There are oustanding or about to be 
issued fifteen different kinds of bonds 
and to »ay that portion of the prin- 
cipal which will become due this year, 
and the interest, 3294,524.37 will be fe- 
quired. At the rate of taxation nl- 
ready decided upon—$1.47 on each 5109 
valuation in the old city Mmits: 51.25 
on that portion annexed in 1896; and 
$1.22 in the districts annexed this year 
—the taxes on the total assessed val- 
uation will amount to $298,040.28, or 
over $5000 more than what js needed. 
This excess is necessary because the 
total collections of taxes each year are 
always not less than 2 per cent. of the 
whole tax levy and unless provision 
were made for this deficiency or de- 
linquency, the money to pay the in- 
terest and sinking funds would have to 
be taken from some other funds. 

The text of the Finance Committee's 
report will explain the reasons why 
certain changes were made, particu- 
larly why it was necessary to defer 
the aprointment of the ten additional 
policemen. This report will be sub- 
mitted on Tuesday. 


STREET WORK. 


Recommendations of the Board of 
Public Works. 

The Board of Public Works _yester-’ 
day disposed of a number of petitions 
for street work of various kinds, non: 
of which have yet caused the filing 
of any protests. It was recommend: 
that the petition of property-owners | 
along that portion of Pasadena avenue 
recently taken into the city asking 
that that street be repaired and aprin- 
kled be granted. 

The petition of property-owners on 
Aubrey street between Twentieth an! 
Twenty-second streets for the improve- 
ment of that street with the natura! 
soil was referred to the treet f- 
perintendent for a report as to the 
character of the soil there. 

The petition that the city vacate a 
ten-foot alley in block A ef the Adams 
street tract is to be granted, the ailey 
being of no public benefit. 

. Ida A. Weid was granted permission 
to place a watering trough on Eighth 
street between Main and Spring. 

The petition of the owners of the 
Temple-street cable railway for per- 
mission to change their motive power 
to electricity was referred to the City 
Attorney. 


DISTRICT ENLARGED. 


Oil Imapector to Be Given More 
Authority and Work. 

As the ordinances regulating the oil- 
well business in this city now stand, 
the authority of the Oil Inspector is 
limited to a given district. He is em- 
powered to collect licenses elsewhere, 
but there are certain features of his 
work which can not be done outside 
that district. During the past few 
months the oil district has been greatly 
extended to the north and west of 
what were formerly the limits of the 
district. Many wells have been drilled 
in this new field and preparations are 
being made to sink many additional 
wells. 

The attention of some of the mem- 
bers of the City Council has been 
called to the fact that unless the pres- 
ent ordinances are changed there will 
be no one to see to it that the oil men 
Keep within the regulations. It is pro- 
posed to extend and increase the au- 


thority of the Oil Inspector and 
his deputy. City Attorney Haas 
has been consyited and has said 
that all tha is necessary. is 


to amend an ordinance and extend 
the limits specified. Such an ordinance 
will probably be ordered by the Coun- 
cfl at its regular meeting next Tuesday. 
This proposed change has nothing to 
do with the ordinance forbidding the 
drilling of oil-wells within a certain 
distance of the parks. 


To Protect the Records. 

Pursuant to instructions given him 
by the City Council, Building Superin- 
tendent Hudson has filed with the City 
Clerk plans and estimates for the con- 
struction of fireproof vaults for the 
accommodation of valuable records in- 
the Assessor's and City Engineer's or- 
ficearw The estimated cost of this im- 


provement is $2750, and for the con- 
struction of these vaults the Council 
will aliow $2900 to cover all possible 
expenses.

City Tax and License Collector White 
has completed his report to the Coun- 
cil of the collections of licenses in his 
office during the month of August. It 
shows that 1240 licenses worth $15,000.15

PANGS OF YOUNG LOVE. 


AN ELOPEMENT WHICH LED TO 
THE PENITENTIARY. 


Antonio Ortega, Charged With Rape, 
Found Galilty—Five Years at 
Least Muaet Pay for the Bliss of 
a Few Days. 


The trial of Antonio Ortega for rape 
was heli yesterday in Department One, 
which r-opened after a month's vaca- 
tion. Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
lis and F. H. Thompson, Esq., prose- 
cuted the case In behalf of the people. 

Ortega, a young Mexican, was 
charged with having had unduly inti- 
mate relations with a Mexican girl un- 
der the age of 16, by the name of Su- 
sanna Perez. The complaining witness 
was the girl's father, Jesus Perez, who 
lives at Alhambra. Ortega’s counsel 
in defense was Reginald Valenzuello, 
Esq. 

Such are the bare facts in an unfor- 
tunate love affair that terminated 
about tiie 20th of last April, when a 
Mexican youth of some twenty-two 
summers was arrested and lodged in 
the County Jail. Antonio is a step- 
brother of Susanna. They had been 
loving each other with an affection of 
more or less profundity for several 
months before they were put asunder 
by the law, but it was always under 
difficulty. Papa Perez objected. And 
his objections finally became so vigor- 
ous and avowed that it seemed that, 
if the children were quietly to acqui- 
esce in his imperative mandates, they 
must give each other up forever. Each 
recalled the past, with its delights, and 
each resolved on desperate measures to 
escape trom the father’s unreasonable 
obstinacy—as they in their love-sick- 
ness dubbed it. What was ever more 
inevitable than a friendly elopement? 

On the night of April 18 everything 
was in readiness, and away they flew, 
Antonio and Susanna left the harsh pa- 
rental roof in Alhambra to enjoy for a 
season an uninterrupted sense of ‘“do- 
as-we-want-to-so-there.’’ They came 
to the city, took in its pleasures for a 
day, and then hied away to Santa Ana. 
Two days-was what they blew in there 
—also most of their worldly posses- 
sions; then back they came to the city, 
and had finally begun to think of set- 
tling down in obscurity at San Gabriel 
Mission, when, lo! it was all off. On 
April 20, Perez had sworn to a com- 
plaint acainst Ortega, and now the offi- 
cers had him, and little Miss Perez was 
taken home again. 

Trouble had arisen because the lov- 
ing young people had taken a wed- 
ding trip without first getting married, 
and the difficulty there was that Su- 
sanna was too young to marry with- 
out her parents’ consent, and the 
father refused. Therefore folliu wed the 


‘rape’ charge, for the girl, the {ther has 


all alone maintained, Is unde» 
of age. 

Before and after the prelimjaary ex- 
amination many attempts wer made to 
get a license, shove the pa ties into 
matrimony, and thus allow the case 


l4 years 


against Ortega to be dismissed. But 
all to ro avail. Perez still persisted in 
saying no; he wanted his stepson 


prosecuted, and would never give his 
consent. 

As soon as a jury had been selected 
vesterday, Perez was put on th® stand 
He is a slow-thinking, ignorant old 
Mexfean, who is able neither to read 
nor write. He said he knew that Su- 
sanna, a daughter of his, was 13 years 
old, going on 14, because the priest at 
San Gabriel had told him so. and he 
had christened the girl when she was a 
babe 15 days old. 

When Susanna took the stand. she 
said that she thought she was li, al- 
though her father had told her that 
she was 15, which she stated yesterday 
that she had never belleved. What- 
ever, the girl's age, she now has the 
appearance of being at least 17.. She 
is tall, slender, and fully developed. 
and carries herself as if she might be 
over 20. 

Padre Rott of the mission at San Ga- 
briel read from the old records of the 
church there, which showed that. on 
June 28 1885, Susanna Perez was ban- 
tised as having been born on May 24 
of the sime year. 

After a twentv-minute recess, the de- 
fense becan. When Ortega was put on 
the stan’ he did not deny the charge 


against him, but said that he had been 
lead to’ helieve from both Susanna 
Perez ard her mother that his lady 
love was 17 years'of age: if she was not 
so old. he would have to stand the con- 
sequences. Mrs. Perez testified that she 
had alwovs been willing to cive consent 


to her (Aughter’s marriage with Or- 
tega, but that her husband was bitterly 
opposed to the match 

After the jury had been out but a 
very short time, a verdict of gullty on 
the first ballot was returned. Ortega 
will be arraigned on Tuesday for sen- 
tence. Five years is the minimum sen- 
tence in the case of rape,

TREASON MADE ODIOUS. 

Murat Halstead may have been a 
trife blunt in calling treason by its 
rightful name, at the close of his lec- 
ture on the Philippines, at Cincinnati 
on Thursday night, but he did the right 
thing and bravely told the truth, 
whether he shamed the devil or not. 

“I hope Gen. Otis will be kept in, and 
will keep on blundering, till Ne and the 
whole army are driven into the sea or 
captured.” Such was the remark made 
by an Aguinaldo sympathizer in the 
audience, which called forth Mr. Hal- 
etead’s retort that “A man with those 
sentiments is a traitor to his country.” 
Mr. Halstead might have stated the 
case in a less direct and pointed man- 
ner, but he is nota man to mince mat- 
ters, and he again repeated the words, 
with emphasis, when:a threatening 
demonstration against him was made in 
the audience. 

Mr. Halstead's words are literally 
true. The expression of a wish for the 
destruction or capture of our armies in 
the Philippines is a treasonable utter- 
ance, and no American citizen worthy 
the name would give expression to such 
a sentiment. Men may hold differing 
views on this or that question of public 
policy. Such is the privilege of all 
American citizens under our revered 
Constitution. A man who believes that 
the policy which our government is 
pursuing ’in the Philippines is wrong, 
has a perfect right, not only to his own 
views, but to advocate, in any peaceful 
way he may see fit, a change of policy. 
“If he can induce a majority of his fel- 
low-citizens to think as he does, a 
change of policy may be brought about 
in due course of time. 

The good taste of starting or main- 
taining an agitation for a change of 
policy, under such circumstances and 
conditions as exist in the Philippines 
today, is questionable; but the right of 
peaceful advocacy of a change of policy 
is indisputable. It is plain that all con- 
siderations of good citizenship should 
dictate the moral and physical support 
of our armies in the field, so long as 
armed foes assail our flag, which is the 
symbol of our sovereign power; and the 
really patriotic citizen will not stop to 
weigh questions of policy too closely at 
such a time. “Peace first, discussion 
afterward,’ should be the motto of 
every truly-patriotic citizen in the pres- 
ent crisis. But the right of private 
opinion is sacred, and peaceful agita- 
tion is permissible under any but the 
most extreme circumstancés. 

The proposition is altogether a differ- 
ent one when a man claiming American 
citizenship and the protection which it 
accords, openly expresses sympathy for 
the armed foes of his country, and ex- 
presses the wish that its armies may be 
captured by the enemy or driven into 
the sea. A person expressing such sen- 
timents gives utterance to treason, and 
fs therefore a traitor to his country, in 
mame if not in deed. 

One way to make treason odious is to 
expose it in its true colors.

SOUTHERN PROSPERITY. 

Some of the Democratic newspapers 
are fond of harping upon the charge 
that general prosperity was promised 
by the Republicans as the certain-and 
ineVitable result of McKinley's elec- 
tion; and that no such wave of pros- 
perity has struck these United States 


of ours or any part thereof. Those 
who read the sottthern newspapers 
will find out to the contrary. While 


the North 
several 


has had labor strikes in 
of the largest cities, the 
South is moving ahead in a slow-and- 
sure fashion, and enjoying a degree 
of wholesome industrial prosperity she 
never could have known under the old 
slavery régime. A letter from a well- 
known horse-breeder in Tennessee, to 
a friend in this city, gives the follow- 
ing brief solution to the industrial 
prosperity of that State: 


“We are more prosperous today 
than we ever were at any period prior 
to the Civil War. Then the planters 
paid the taxes of. the entire State. 
Now the class that used to be known 
as the ‘po’ white trash’ pays over 30 
per cent. of the funds needed for the 
support of the State and county gov- 
ernments. This is owing to the in- 
crease of manufactures in this neigh- 
borhood. Themen who work in the 
mills and shops have no time to de- 
vote to the production of chickens, 
eggs, butter and garden truck, all of 
which stuff finds a ready cash market 
in the larger towns; and all of which, 
or most of it, comes from a_ class 
that once had all it could do to keep 
above starvation,” 

But the country between Nashville 
and Chattanooga is not the only pros- 
perous region under the new order of 
things. There is prosperity everywhere 
through the South. North Carolina is 
rapidly becoming a great orchard and 
vineyard State, and her products find 
ready sale in Washington, Baltimore, 
Richmond and other cities south of the 
Susquehanna. Alabama is fighting 
Pennsylvania for supremacy in the 
iron trade, having outstripped all the 
other States already. But the most 
striking object lesson of all comes 
from the port of Galveston, in Texas. 
It had been always noted as a 
capacious and comparatively safe har- 
bor, but a very shallow one. Dredging 
operations have been carried on, from 
time to time, with such success that 
they have deepened the ship channel 
of that harbor. . Pluck and energy 
triumphed over the forms of Na- 
ture; and the channel, which was but 
13% feet deep at low tide in 1893, was 
increased to 24 feet in 1897, and to 26 
feet in May of the present year. 

Up to the close of 1895 no wheat had 
been sent to Galveston for export. 
What little went there was for home 
consumption, and not much of that. 
In 1896 the low port charges of Gal- 
veston and her vastly increased ship- 
ping facilities began to attract the at- 
tention of foreign ship-owners, with 
the result that her wheat exports of 
1898 reached a total of 11,200,000 bush- 
els. The following figures speak for 
themselves:

But it is in the matter of cotton that 
Galveston is. making her greatest 
showing, as given below, in bales:

Huntington has begun to see the neces- 
sityof increased wharf facilities in order 
to accommodate the rapid augment of 
foreign tonnage. With this idea in 
view, in July last, he summoned G. W. 
Boschke, who was at that time at 
work in California on the southern end 
of the ‘Coast road” between Surf and 
Ellwood, and plated him in charge of 
harbor operations on the Southern Pa- 
cifle Company's works at Galveston. 
Mr. Boschke built the company’s big 
wharf at Port Los Angeles, and, while 
none of the company’s secrets have 
yet heen permitted to escape, enough 
is already known to warrant the be- 
lief that the new Southern Pacific 
dock system at Galveston will 
the big wharf at Santa Monica look 
diminutive by comparison. 

It may be that the trade of Galveston 
is partly composed of trade that for- 
merly went to New Orleans and Mo- 
bile. If so, the people of those cities 
have nothing to blame but their own 
parsimony, for’ the excessive pilotage 
fees of the former place, and the 
costly lighterage charges of the latter 
port, have been sources of complaint 
among shipmasters for the past half- 
century. But this is an age of the 


| keenest competition in all sorts and 


conditions of business; and it is merely 


one of those cases in which “the 

weakest must go to the wall.” 
Southern prosperity is simply the 

result of a rich country whose _re- 


sources have long lain dormant be- 
ing kindled into new life through the 
introduction of newer and more salu- 
tary methods of doing business. The 
vigor of the northern braih was never 
more fitly exemplified than in .the 
transition of Galveston, in the short 
space of ten years, from a hide- 
drogher’s embarcadero to a first-class 
commercial city doing business with 
all the great foreign marts of the civ- 
ilized world, 

The New South is already achieving 
what the noble old Prairie Giant pre- 
dicted in his Gettysburg speech, when 
he said: “Our country shall have a 
new birth under freedom.” 

Who can look at the wonderful 
progress made by the Texan metrop- 
olis and say that the Republican 
party, under McKinley's leadership, 
has not fully redeemed its pledges of 
prosperity to the nation? The above 
may be nothing but dry figures, but 
the ‘figures won't lie.” 


THE ONLY WAY. 

One of the obstacles in the way of 
State ownership of the arid lands, and 
their irrigation, should not be over- 
looked by those who favor that mis- 
taken policy. This is, that waters 
which originate in one State frequently 
flow through several other States &nd 
Territories, and for one. of. these 
States to impound such waters would 
lead to endless complications. For in- 
stance, in Wyoming, the headwaters 
of streams exist which flow into or 
through seventeen States and Terri- 
tories. The water supplies of Ne- 
braska cannot be preserved except by 
reservoirs in Wyoming, Nebraska 
cannot build them in Wyoming, and 
Wyoming will not. Nevada must be 
largely irrigated from watersheds ly- 
ing in California, from the eastern 
Slopes of the Sierras. One of the 
largest arid regions in the United 


ern California. This great expanse of 
fertile soil, which only needs irriga- 
tion to make it productive, could only 
be irrigated by water from the Colo- 
rado River, every drop of which flows 
in other States than California. 

Nor would the question end here. 
Even Mexico would have to be con- 
sulted in considering plans for an ex- 
tensive system of irrigation, The only 
way out of the difficulty is for the 
Federal government to store the water 
and to distribute it, under proper re- 
strictions, upon the lands which the 
government now owns.

He is 
forbidden to use a cipher, to go to 
the outposts without written permis- 
sion for each‘ visit, and is under the 
army act during his stay with the 
army. All newspaper communications 
must be. examined by a staff Wel 
who may alter them if necessary in 
the interests of the army, and to him 
the correspondents must go at a given 
hour to obtain the tnformation con- 
sidered proper for publication. 

Other regulations give the Com- 
manding Genefal the power to: imme- 
diately withdraw the license of a cor- 
respondent, for many causes, 

The Army and Navy Gazette asks 
whether the American army. is in the 
Philippines for the purpose of serving 
the government, or to make subjects 
for the “bright young men” of the 
daily press, and suggests that the War 
Department should assume the author- 
ity for the regulation of correspondents, 
by the issuing of some such orders as 
those above referred to.

The amount of gold on hand at pres- 
ent in the United States Treasury is 
$247,880,601. This is the largest amount 
on hand at any one time in the history 
of the country. The next largest 
amount was $246,875,026, on December 
31, 1898. This showing is especially 
gratifying and reassuring when we re- 
member the rapidity With which the 
treasury gold slipped through the 
fingers of Br’er Cleveland and his offi- 
cial compatriots.

SANTIAGO’S BATTLE. 


Fought and Won. 

[September Frank Leslie’s Monthly:] 
The outcome of these 104 days of 
| War was due to the preparation which 
enabled it to be accomplished, through 
the efforts of§the President and the De- 
partment of the Navy. It has been 
said that men who never make mis- 
takes never make war, and I guess 
that is about true. Often in the con- 
versation between officers in West In- 
dian waters, they would express the 
opinion that those on the outside were 
losing, while those in the inside circle 
were gaining. I dissented, I thought 
those who were inside must be losing. 
After the army had landed, the crucial 


June. On the 2d of July a strange co- 
incidence occurred. 
blockhouses to the west of Santiago on 
the mountain heights. As they had 
been abandoned -by the Spanish sol- 
diers they were taken by the Cuban in- 
sSurgents, who vented their feelings by 
burning them. Now, there were just 
six Spanish ships in the harbor, and 
the burning of these six blockhouses in- 
duced them to leave the harbor on that 
particular Sunday*morning. The move- 
ment of those ships w discovered 
simultaneously by every p in the 
blockading fleet. By 9:45 o'clock the 
Spanish vessels were entirely clear of 
the harbor. There was an immediate 
inward movement of our fleet to the 
mouth of the harbor. Firing was be- 
gun at once. It was difficult at first to 
determine whether the enemy intended 
to fight or to escape. This uncertainty 
lasted about ten minutes. About this 
time the Brooklyn got into such a posi- 
tion that we had to turn her. If we had 
turned her in we would have 
blanketed the enemy’s ships. Turning 
outward, however, we uncovered these, 
and the result was that in twenty-nine 
minutes four of the vessels of the Span- 
ish fleet were destroyed. The Viscaya 
and the Colon alone remained, and for 
fifty-four minutes there was a running 
fight. -At first they appeared to be 
gaining a little, but after fifty-four 
minutes the Viscaya surrendered. Her 
men jumped overboard. That left only 
the Colon, and she was, perhaps, the 
most formidable of the fleet. At that 
time we did not know that she did not 
have her two ll-inch guns. Until 11:15 
o’clock there was a race, which I called 
the $2,500,000 race. The Brooklyn and 
the wee kept close on her track. We 
ceased firing long enough to allow our 
men to get their dinner. Shortly be- 
fore 1 o'clock we again opened fire, 
and at the sixth shot the Colon was 
ready to surrénder. 
“Subsequently, in Puerto Rico, I 
talked very frankly with Spanish offi- 
cers. They said a great deal about their 
honor. We all admitted it. But one 
day I told them I thought there were 
four fundamentally wrong military 
traditions in Spain: First, the Spanish 
government thought that Spanish sol- 
diers could fight without being fed; 
second, that they could be vigilant 
without getting sleep; third, that they 
could be loyal when they were not 
paid; and, fourth, that they were given 
a language so rich and sonorous and 
full of synonyms that they talked too 
much, and did not learn to 
fight.”

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Admiral Schley Tells How it Was 
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: AS TO CAPT, CARTER 


HE case of Capt. Oberlin M. Carter 

of the army is attracting universal 

attention. He has been found guilty 
by a court-martial of robbing the gov- 
ernment out of $1,600,000, and sentenced 
to dismissal from the army, to pay 4 
fine of $10,000, and serve five years in a 
penitentiary. The findings af the court- 
martial have been in the hands of the 
President for nearly twenty months, 
and a good deal of surprise and indig- 
nation havé-been expressed from time 
to time because the convicted officer 
has not been made to undergo the sen- 
tence imposed upon him by the court. 
Carter was tried by a court of thirteen 
officers, all of high rank. The presi- 
dent of the court was Gen. Elwell 5. 
Otis, now Military Governor in the 
Philippines. The court-martial was in 
session for more than a month, and, 
the accused was defended by several 
able lawyers. There never has been a 
question of the fairness of the trial, 
and army officers outside of the En- 
gineer Corps are almost a unit in de- 
claring the sentence just and proper. 


Capt. Carter was placed in charge 
of the harbor improvement at Savan- 
nah, Ga., more than a dozen years ago. 
A syndicate of New York contractors 
was formed to prosecute the work. Car- 
ter remained in charge for about eight 
years, and was then appointed military 
attaché at London. His successor in 
charge of the work at Savannah Har- 
bor, Capt. Gillespie, a relative of the 
late James G. Blaine, soon found that 
everything was not right. He made 
frequent reports to the chief of his 
corps. At last things appeared so red- 
olent of fraud that Capt. Gillespie 
took means of giving publicity to his 
discoveries. All this time the chiefs 
of the Engineer Corps were trying to 
smother the evidence of Carter’s al- 
leged wrongdoing. In the meantime 
Carter was recalled from London. 
When he reached. Washington there 
was a conference of officers of the 
Engineer Corps, and it soon became 
evident that the members of the corps 
were doing everything in their power 
to protect Carter, Maj. Jasper N. Morr 
rison of the Judge Advocate’s corps had 
been designated by the Judge Advocate 
General to examine the allegations 
against Carter, and Maj. Morrison had 
become convinced of Carter’s guilt and 
had prepared charges and specifications 
against him. At this crisis Secretary 
Alger was induced to take the unusual 
and very questionable course of sending 
the charges to Maj. George R. Davis, the 
professor of law at West Point, for re- 
view. The officers of the Judge Advo- 
cate’s department recognized that this 
was a palpable attempt to smother the 
charges and whitewash Carter, and 
there were protests made against the 
action of the Secretary of War. In 
due time Maj. Davis reported. He held 
Carter guilty of “indiscretions,’”’ and 
suggested that he should be “repri- 
manded” by the Secretary of War. 
This was a very unusual recommen- 
dation for a professor of law to make, 
but he was dealing with a desperate 
case, and was known to be under the 
influence of the Engineer Corps. But 
there was too much smoke and the fire 
could not be concealed. When Con- 
gress convened, a resolution was offered 
in the House calling on the Secretary of 
War for information on the Carter 
case. Then Mr. Alger took fright and 
referred all the papers and all 
the reports in the Carter case to 
the Judge Avocate General. When 
this was done the resolution of- 
fered in the House was not pressed. In 
due time Carter was brought to trial. 
The Engineer Corps stood by him all 
during the trial, and subjected Capt. 
Gillespie, the principal witness against 
Carter, almost to corps ostracism. 

* 


The evidence taken during the trial 
made it plain that Carter’s conviction 
was inevitable. There was a clear case 
against him. It was the second time in 
the history of the Engineer Corps that 
any of its members had been accused 
of peculation or fraud, and it is hard 
to blame the members of the corps for 
their actions under the circumstances. 
But, although there were several engi- 
neer officers on the court-martial, the 
verdict of guilty against Carter was 
Then began a fight. The 
contractors, who were Carter's associ- 
ates in the big theft, were and are in- 
fluential politicians in New York. They 
are identified with both parties. One 
of the members of the contracting firm, 
Col. John J. Gainor, was treasurer of 
the New York Democratic State Com- 
mittee. Another of the contractors, 
named Green, is a business partner of 
Senator Platt of New York, and very 
influential in Republican politics. The 
result is that Carter's friends have been 
able to hold the hands of the Presi- 
dent up to this time. Perhaps the 
most influential person in staving off 
action in.the cage is a man now dead, 
the late Frank Thompson, president of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
Thompson and President McKinley had 
been devoted personal friends for 
twenty years. Carter has been a 
widower for ten years or more, and 
some time before he was accused of 
fraud he became engaged to marry Mr. 
Thompson's niece. She died soon after 
Carter’s trial, and on her death bed re- 
quested her uncle to use his influence 
with the President to save Carter. Up 
to the time of his death Mr. Thompson 
was indefatigable in pleading with the 
President and.bringing other potent In- 
fluences to plead with him to save the 
disgraced officer. This is the reason 
why the Carter case hangs fire. 


Carter was born near Gallipolis, in. 
Ohio. His people were very poor. In 
the South they would be called poor 
whites. While @arter was engaged in 
peculating from the government he 
did not forget the poverty of those he 
left at home. On Christmas day, 1894, 
he sent his mother a check for $16,000. 
This was an atom of the circumstan- 
tial evidence brought out against him 
during his trial. Carter lives at the 
Columbia Athletic Club, in New York, 
in great luxury. He isa high liver. He 
has evidently plenty of money. His old 
associates, the contractors, are stand- 
ing behind him with great loyalty. The 
line officers of the army are indignant 
because Carter has not been made to 
serve the sentence of the court. They 
feel that the honor of the army is in- 
volved, and that the punishment of the 
disgraced officer should be swift and se- 
vere. In the mean time Carter con- 
tinues to live at a rate of $20,000 a 
year in New York, and does not seem 
to suffer to any great extent socially. 


Dr. Edward Bedloe, United States 
Consul at Canton, who has been or- 
dered home to answer charges made 
against him by the Chinese govern- 
ment, has long been recognized as the 
wit of Philadelphia. He is one of the 
organizers of the famous Clover Club, 
and one of the best after-dinner speak- 
ers and club story-tellers in the United 
States. He is a dentist and a news- 
paper man, but does not practice either 
profession to any great extent. Dur- 
ing the Harrison administration he was 
Consul to Amoy, and the Washington 
newspaper correspondents tried to have 
him continued in office during the sec- 
ond Cleveland administration. With 
this object in view a delegation of 
twelve, representing the correspond- 
ents, called on the President and asked 
him to continue Bedloe as Consul at 
Amoy. Mr. Cleveland received the del- 
egation with great cordiality, heard 
what they had fo say, and said he 
would think about it. He didsthink 
about it, and very promptly. Next day 
he called for Bedloe’s resignation and 
named his successor in the person of J. 
Hampton Hoge of Virginia. Cleveland

The correspondents 
wired to their newspaper friends to 
meet Hoge along the way and report on 
his condition. .When he reached El 
Paso he had a beautiful case of jim 
jams, and the authorities ordered him 
back to Washington and canceled his 
appointment. Then the correspondents 
thought the joke was on Cleveland, 
but the President did not appreciate it.

Judge Stoney, of Kentucky, 4 land 
of iaw and order, has made a memor- 
able decision in the case of a Ken- 
tucky gentleman who sued for divorce 
on the grounds, maintained and proved, 
that his wife was an habitual and in- 
curable drunkard.) The learned judge 
refused to grant the decree, arguing 
that the husband had been a widower 
only four months when he married the 
defendant, and that “such precipitancy 
in marriage implies a want of ordinary 
care in making a proper selection of @ 
wife.’’ Judge Stoney also siscly re- 
marked that marriage “is a contract for 
better or worse,” apiece of legal wis- 
dom with which we are all more or less 
familiar, and which there is no neces- 
sity of seeking a reason to dispute. Yet, 
to a certain extent, the judge must 
be upheld. It must be remembered 
that this circumstance is reported from 
Kentucky, and nobody in his right 
senses will contend that four months 
may be regarded sufficient time in 
which to ascertain whether a Kentucky 
gentleman or lady is an habitual and 
incurable drunkard. The one missing 
ingredient in Judge Stoney’s prescrip- 
tion is his failure to set a time for Ken- 
tucky engagements. Four months may 
be too short, but what would be about 
right? How long cana Kentucky lady 
restrain her thirst in order to inveigle 
a Kentucky gentleman into matri- 
mony? Could she hold off for h year, 
and if she held off for a year and untfl 
the fateful words are pronounced at the 
altar, would her subsequent intemper- 
ate habits militate against her in the 
opinions of the Kentucky judiciary ? 
Would two years be considered a fair 
time for investigation and lack of pre- 
cipitation? Is habitual drunkenness, 
after all, so serious a matter that a 
Kentucky husband should take it to 
heart? These and other questions 
would appear to be of the most vital 
importance in view of Judge Stoney’s 
decision, and it will be a disappoint- 
ment to many if Mr. Goebel does not 
discuss them on the stump. Perhaps, 
as the result of his arguments, the 
Legislature may fix a period of time 
necessary to investigate the bibulous 
habits of a prospective helpmeet. 
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CANAIGRE COMPANY'S AFFAIRS. 


Errors Corrected—Facts Favorable 

to the Company. 
. An article was published in the news 
columns of The Times of August 13, 
under the. caption, “Canaigre Attach- 
ments,” reflecting unfavorably upon 
the management of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Canaigre Company. A more thor- 
ough and careful investigation has 
since been made, and the _ following 
statement of facts, at variance with 
statements contained in the article re- 
ferred to, is, for the sake of justice 
and good faith, now made voluntarily 
and cheerfully. These counter-state- 
ments and corrections are based upon 
later information, which The Times be- 
lieves to be correct, and from a reli- 
able source: 

The purchase made by the Canaigre 
Company at Rialto was nearly contem- 
porary with its lease in Arizona. One 
hundred thousand dollars was paid to 
the San Francisco Savings Union, from 
which the lands at Rialto were pur- 
chased, and about $10,000 was expended 
on account of other purchases. What- 
ever interest deficits there may be, it 
has been ascertained that the interest 
on the obligation due to the Savings 
Union has been paid in full to August 
1, 1899, involving an additional expendi- 
‘ture. of $60,000. 

The company has cleared of brush 
3000 acres on the Semi-Tropic tract, 
and about two thousand acres was 
planted to canaigre, out of which, be- 
cause of poor seed, only about six or 
eight hundred acres made a good 
showing. A portion of the crop has 
been harvested, the company reporting 
a large profit upon it..The best infor- 
mation obtainable indicates that an 
investment was made by the Canaigre 
Company at Rialto of $290,000, of which 
amount a large proportion was paid in 
by Andrew and George McLean. Car- 
ruthers, the manager of the company, 
is said to be belligerent and aggres- 
sive for his rights, and not popular. 

The following persons are named as 
among those who have been associated 
with the canaigre enterprise: Andrew 
McLean and George McLean, Passaic, 
N. J., and New York City; George F. 
Tousey, New York; W. R. Brown, ex- 
president Standard National Bank, 
New York; W. D. Richardson, Spring- 
field and Chicago, Ill.; E. A. Quintard 
(recently deceased,) president Citizens’ 
Savings Bank, New York; J. H. Car- 
ruthers, Rialto, Cal. 

A partial statement of the property 
owned by the Canaigre Company shows 


22.000 acres of land at Rialto, hotel and 


other town property in Rialto; domestic 
water system; 2000 shares Lytle Creek 
Water and Improvement Company's 
stock: 70 shares Lytle Creek Water 
Company's stock; $100,000 bonds Rialto 
Irrigation District. 

As for the plans of the manager of 
the company looking to operations in 
Lytle Creek Cafion, there is nothing to 
indicate, if such plans are proposed,.. 
that the company will back any im- 
practicable scheme, even of its own 
manager.

This 
statement—remarkable in many ways— 
is given the wider circulation of these 
columns for the forceful arraignment 
of lazy and shiftless growers it con- 
tains, and, further, for the excellent 
weapon it makes with which to ‘‘floor’”’ 
the strident falsehood of the rainfall 
croaker, resident and non-resident. A

of this remarkable showing.

CALIFORN TA AT PARIS, 


SECRETARY OF STATE COMMISSION 


VISITS LOS ANGELES. 


Hearty Co-operation and Good Ex- 
hibits Promised by Many Firms 
and Individuals — Displays of 
Wine, Oil, Fruit, Marble and 
Varied Products Planned. 


Varney W. Gaskell, secretary of the 
California Paris Exposition Commis- 
sion, left Los Angeles on .last even- 
ing’s Owl, after a two days’ visit which 
assured him that Southern California 
will be excellently represented at the 
great end-of-the-century fair. 

Mr. Gaskell was taken by Maj. Ben 
Truman, who is the Los Angeles mem- 
ber of the State Paris Commission, and 
Secretary Frank Wiggins of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce to see a number of}. 


firms and individuals who have 
promised to send exhibits to Paris. 
He came to Los Angeles with the idea 
that he would find a spirit of indiffer- 
ence as regards the enterprise, but he 
left astonished at the interest shown 
and the codperation promised. 

The non-perishable exhibits will 
mostly be forwarded from . Southern 
California to San Francisco by ‘e 
tember 12. From there they will be 
sent to Washington, and from Washing- 
ton they will be transported to Paris 
by the government free of charge, 
and installed by the United States in 
the American exhibit. 

The California commission plans to 
open headquarters on some prominent 
Paris street, away from the exposition 
grounds, and there to maintain an in- 
formation bureau to advertise the 
State. The commission has prepared 
a pamphlet on “The Resources of Cali- 
fornia,’ of which 25,000 copies have been 
printed, in French, English and Ger- 
man, for distribution at Paris. Another 
publicity feature is the printing of sets 
of maps, six in each set, showing the 


centers of the various industries of 


the State. 

Among the Southern California ex- 
hibitors at Paris will be H. Jevne, wines 
and olive oil; H. J. Woollacott, wines; 
Los Angeles Art Leather Company, 
leather goods; South Pasadena Ostrich 
Farm, ostrich feathers; Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, dried fruit: 
Bishop & Co., crystallized fruits, of 
which they will be the only American 
exhibitors, jams, jellies, biscuits, etc.; 
Miss Bessie Marks, South Pasadena, 
crystallized flowers; Alamitos sugar 
factory, beet sugar; James Hill 
Sons, olives; Ackermann & Tussley, 
San Diego, olive oil; J. S. McIntire, 
Sespe, extracted honey; Germain Fruit 
Company, dried fruit, honey, beeswax 
and bulbs; Banning Company, serpen- 
tine marble; George Williams Com- 
pany, Williams’s sauce; Sierra Madre 
Vintage Company, Southern California 
Wine Company, Star Winery. E. J. 
Baldwin and H. Boettcher, wines and 
brandies; E. J. Parker, plaster casts 
of fish from Catalina, and the Pacific 
Creamery Company, dairy products.

Our men who went out, as we have 
said, did not want to go. Ninety per 
cent. of them, as they have since told 
us, would have voted to stay in if they 
had had a chance to express their 
wishes. They were ordered out, and 
they went. It was the belief of the 
union that they would be asked to 
come back in half an hour at the lat- 
est. The officers of the Typographical 
and could not be- 
| lieve, that the.Sun would, if it were 
necessary to suspend publication rather 
‘than yield. 

The tyranny of the Typographical 
Union in the Sun office had become in- 
tolerable. When we made rules for the 
guidance of our employés the union 
overfuled them. We had no control of 
our men. We could aot give an order in 
our own office in any particular that 
concerned its management and have it 
obeyed unless it had the sanction of 
the union. Money was extorted from us 
weekly in large sums for work that was 
fictitious, work was never done. 
When we add tod this that the union's 
orders were conveyed to us in terms of 
insolent effrontery and despotic bru- 
tality it will readily be seen that it 
had come to pass that we could no 
longer continue to conduct our busi- 
ness in such conditions and maintain 
our self-respect. 

We decided some time ago to intro- 
duce typesetting machines in our office. 


Kvery other newspaper in the country 
uses typesetting machines of a certain 
character, very effective machines as 
to wark and economy, but, for reasons 
sufficient to us, undesirable for the 
Sun's use. The officers of the Typo- 


graphical Union had urged us to Intro- 


| duce 


this machine,

but we failed to be 
and presently we adopted 
Thereupon the union deter- 
mined to show its power. Many peo- 
ple remember the shoomakers’ riots in 
Massachusetts over the introduction of 
machines for making shoes. The pro- 


mo.ers of those machines were simple- 


minded people. There need not have 
| been any riots, 

The machine which the Sun chose to 
-adopt consists of a keyboard operated 
by a compositor, or by a typewriter, or 
anybody of reasonable intelligence, 

the action of the lettered keys being to 
make corresponding perforations in a 

‘ibbon of paper. This ribbon of paper, 

wh en perfor ated throug rhout its le nzth, 


some | 


is affixed to what is called a casting 
machine, which, when put in motion, 
casts individual type in even lines, each 
as long as the Sun's column is wide. 
| The operation of the casting macnine 
is purely automatic; the ribbon of pa- 
per governs its action, and a mechanic 
_looks after it, oiling, adjusting the 


| parts when required, and taking away 


its product when delivered. ‘The rela- 
tion to it of a printer, or of any one else 
| other than a trained mechanic, could 
be only that of a spectator. 

| We were peremptorily ordered by the 
union to discharge the mechanics at- 
| tending tothe. casting machines, and 
,}ut printers in their places. Failure to 


comply at once meant that the men 
would the Called out at the usual criti- 
cal bour, and that we should be com- 


pelled to suspend publication until we 
vVielded to the union's orders or suc- 
ied in getting other men to fill the 


vacant places. As we have already said, 
to continue the publication of the Sun 
under such conditions was impossible, 
and sters were at once taken to secure 
a foree of men who would work for-the 
Sun and not for any-one else’s bidding. 
Alth ough the number of printers who 
are out of work is very large, owing in 
great part to the efficiency of the offi- 
rs of the Typographi@@!l Union in in- 
trojucing typesetting machines into 
printing establishments and throwing 
en out of work, it is not by any means 

nl easy task to get together on short 
tice the large number of men, some 

, required by the Sun. Intimidation, 
ithe foar of violence, violence itself, and 
the wilesnread dread of the methods of 
ithe union, make it a matter of no sma!! 
| diffi uliy. The Sun, however, succeeded 
}and in its search for men received over 
| 1200° applications for employment. It 
| has now a capital farce of goed, self-re- 
srectine “*kmen, ge the hiches: 
the trade cure in their 


places and treated with ‘the respect and 
the consideration which every self-re- 


specting employer invariably shows to 
the men who work for him. 

There are no better-paid men ‘than 
the men who work for the Sun. That 
is well known in every newspaper office 
in the country, and-‘‘a place on. the 
Sun” has always been quoted as one of 
the best things the trade had to offer. 
Our new men know that they have 
gained the right to sell their labor for 
its price as free and independent work- 
men to whom it is guaranteed under 
the Constitution that they may do so, 
and that no man may say them nay. 
In that right the Sun will protect them, 
and in their enjoyment of it there shall

Peculiar Cries While They Throw 
“Craps” or “Bonés.”’ 

[New York Tribyne: ] “Conjure!” 

“Seven “leven!” 

“Lay him down!” - 

“Get me dat money, ‘leven!” 

“Dis foh a paih o’ shoes!” 

“Look out dah, niggah!’” 

“Fade you!” 

“Take my gal to Cairo!” 

A hundred and one such expressions 
are heard wherever craps—the inborn 


game of the Southern negro—is played.’ 
| The 


game is played in this city by 
newsboys and bootblacks, but it lacks 
the 
opes the real darky sport. In the early 
spring, when the scent of the magno- 
lia and jessamine bring token of the 
approach of warm weather, the natural 
lassitude—laziness, in polite parlance— 
steals over the Southern negro. he 
missus may call and ring again and 
again, but Eph and Ben And Ebenezer 
are far from the call of household du- 
ties. In a back alley or vacant lot 
they squat upon the ground, eyes 
sparkling and mouths wide open with 
excit ent. 

The dice—the negroes call them bones 

~—are tossed upon the ground, and each 
player in turn picks them up and care- 
fully scrutinizes them. This is done to 
prepent any one from “ringing in 
peeties.”” “‘Peeties’’ are dice with double 
numbers, and they are of two kinds— 
those with which it is impossible to 
throw seven, and others with which 
nothing else can be thrown. 
Eph, having satisfied himself as to 
the “bones,” tosses a nickel on the 
ground. The penny is not generally 
used in the South, and the crap stake 
is usually 5 cents. 

“Fade me, niggah!” he exclaims. An- 
other player's coin falls into the ring, 
and he is “faded.”’ The player blows 
into his hands, picks up the dice, jug- 
gles them in the hollow of his hand, 
and rolls them on the ground, snapping 
his fingers as the dice fall ,and utter- 
ing an expression similar to ‘the ones 
at the head of this article. The players 
are superstitious to a high degree—the 
words are charms to bring luck. If the 
“shooter” throws seven or eleven he 
wins, but if the numbers figure two, 
three or twelve he “craps out;”’ that 
is, loses, and the next man has his 
turn. If he throws four, five, six, eight, 
nine or ten,’ the number thrown is 
called his point, and he continues to 
throw until he either wins or loses. 

If a Zlayer’s suspicions are aroused 
he pie up the dice on the first throw 
of opponent, saying: ‘““My bones.” 
This is his undisputed right, but if he 
finds that the dice are square he tosses 
them back with a grunt xj} the words: 

“Your bones—shoot!"”" Sometimes he 
discovers that his suspicions are justi- 
fled; then there is a wild scramble for 
the stakes, razors.sometimes flash, and 
not infrequently the performance ends 
in the city court, where the parties 
are arraigned for “disorderly and fignt- 
ing,’’ and ‘where charms and exclama- 
tions will not avert the sentence.

LAWYERS HAVE A FIGHT. 


SANTA MONICA JUSTICE HAD TO DO 
THE SEPARATING. 
-- 
City Attorney of That Place Got the 
' Worst of the Deal and Was Pat 
to Bed—What the Principals Say. 
Talk of a Suit. 


R. R. Tanner, City Attorney of Santa 
Monica, and J. T. Kiggins, another 
attorney, came to blows in the court- 
room of Justice Jenness in Santa Mon- 
fca yesterday morning. The trouble 
between the men arose over the civil 
suit of C. M. Kiggins vs. E. A. Foun- 
tain. Tanner represented Fotintain, 
and Kiggins was attorney for his son, 
C. M. Kiggins. Upon whom the blame 
rests for the encounter between the 
two is a matter about which the princi- 
pals of the fracas differ, and upon 
which bystanders throw no light. It 
is said to be over a misconstruction of 
words. Kiggins drew the first blood, 
having hit his opponent a severe blow 
on the nose, following in close succes- 
sion with several blows on the head, 
first hitting him on one side, and then 
on the other. Tanner is also suffering 

m.a sprained knee, and was taken 
home in a carriage. 

Justice Jenness separated the mén, 
and at once had Kiggins taken into 
custody, charged with contempt of 
court, imposing a fine of $75. 

In an interview with The Times cor- 
respondent Kiggins said that he was 
representing the plaintiff in the case 
of C. M. Kiggins vs. E. A. Fountain; 
that Tanner opened his argument in 
the case, and that while he, Kiggins, 


‘was addressing the court, Tanner per- 


sistently interfered; that he was told 
several times to remain. quiet, which 
he refused to do; that Tanner became 
greatly excited, and said ina loud 
voice: ‘“A man who makes that state- 
ment tells an absolute lie,’’ whereupon 
Kiggins says he pounced upon Tanner, 
hitting him several times in the face. 

Kiggins said that he experienced a 
change of heart after the fracas was 
over, and apologized to Tanner, but 
that the latter would not listen to his 
apology. 

City Attorney .'Tanner was found at 
his home, No. 144 Fourth street, con- 
fined to his bed. When interviewed he 
said that on August 18, J. T. Kiggins 
brought suit against Fountain in the 
name of his son, C. M. Kiggins, for a 
claim said to be due to the late firm 
of Frick & Kiggins. The summons 
was said to be served August 18, under 
the law giving Fountain five days in 
which to answer. But when the papers 
were brought into the law office 
Tanner & Taft, Fountain told Mr. Taf 
that the summons had been served on 
him August 19, giving him until August 
24 to reply. On the 24th of August 
Mr. Taft filed a demurrer. Tanner said 
that the following day Justice Jenness 
informed him that a default judgment 
had been entered a few days before 
the demurrer was filed; that yesterday 
he made a motion to vacate the judg- 
ment on the grounds that the affidavit 
of service of summons did not show 
that the party was a resident of this 
county. At the argument yesterday, 
Tanner said, he read an opinion given 
by Judge York of the Superior Court, 
in a parallel case, in which he held 
that his contention was correct. Tan- 
ner said that this seemed to make Kig- 
gins angry; that he then stated to the 
court that his affidavit of merits was 
insufficient; that he had used the form 
held good by the Supreme Court in 
every case where a similar matter had 
come up. Tanner said he then asked 
Kiggins if he stated to the court as a 
matter of law that an affidavit of 
merits in the form used in this case 
was not sufficient. Instead of answer- 


ing,. Tanner says, Kiggins hauled off : 


and struck him on the left ear. crowd- 
ing him into a corner against the wall 
and hitting him several hard blows 
in the face, and in some manner caus- 
ine an injury to his knee-joint. 

Tanner denies that he made any such 
remark as stated in the Interview with 
Kigegins. 

Drs. Place and Nutting visited Tan- 
ner at his home itn the afternoon. It 
is said that a battery charge will be 
preferred against Kiggins within the 
next few days, and possibly a damage 
sult may be instituted as a result of 
the encounter. . 


Death of Miss Anna Carson. 

Miss Anna Carson, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Carson of the Domin- 
guez rancho, and a w;wember of one of 
the best-known families in this part of 
the State, died yesterday morning at 
the home of her uncle, John F. Fran- 
cis, near Sixth and Main streets, in this 
city. The cause of her death was cere- 
bral meningitis. She became ill about a 
month ago, and at first her condition 
Was not regarded as serious. Later, 
when the seriousness of her illness be- 
came apparent, all that medical science 
could do to relieve her was done, but 
without avail. For several days it had 
been realized by her family and friends 
that she would not recover, but her 
death was none the less a severe blow 
to them. The deceased was 38 years of 
age, and was well known all over this 
and other counties in this part of the 
State. She leaves, besides her parents, 
six brothers and five sisters. One of 
her brothers is City Auditor E. A. Car- 
s0n. The funeral will be held Monday 
morning from the Cathedral, and the 
interment will be in Calvary Cemetery. 


Mrs. Huxliey’s Sentence. 

Mrs. May Huxley was sentenced to 
100 days’ imprisonment for petty lar- 
ceny yesterday by Justice tin. The 
jury had recommended her tothe mercy 
of the court, inasmuch as she had al- 
ready spent six weeks in jail. The 
court took cognizance of that fact, 
otherwise the sentence would have been 
more severe. Attorneys Axtell and 
Thompson made a motion for a new 
trial, on the grounds that the court had 
erred in its rulings, and that some of 
the jurors had read the newspapers 
while the case was on trial, but the 
motion was overruled. No appeal was 
taken. Mrs. Huxley had two trials be- 
fore conviction, although there was not 
the least doubt from the start as to her 
guilt. The police say she is a chronic 
shoplifter and cocaine fiend. 


Castellano Acquitted. 

A. Castellano, proprietor of the 
Washington saloon, opposite the Plaza, 
on North Main street, was tried for 
battery yesterday by Justice Austin 
and acquitted, . Castellano had had a 
difficulty with J. D. Zech, proprietor of 
a cigar stand in front of Castellano’s 
saloon. The trouble arose from a dis- 
pute over rent. The court held that 
the saloon-keeper did not handle the 
cigar-dealer with sufficient violence to 
constitute battery.

But 
when there are difficulties in the way, 
if our cravings are satisfied in only 
slight degrees, if there is something 
still left in suspense—if tradition, tak- 
ing advantage of the popular credulity, 


hints at horrors without unveiling 
them—this. indeed, is more than suf- 
ficient to awaken within the larger 
portion of mankind that master-pas- 
sion of the world. 

Life within the closed walls of a 
harem furnishes a good example of 


what is mysteriously commonplace, for 
there no newspapers reveal the domes- 
tic drama of the Seraglio, as at home 
they cast publicity on each lenghty 
lawsuit or breach-of-promise case; so 
that the imagination, unhampered by 
facts, may range at will over thoughts 
of women sewn up in sacks and built 
into walls, children bowstrung and 
disappearing in the Nile, or a husband 
here and there suffocated among cush- 
ions by half a dozen of his. jealous 
wives. All these things may, for aught 
we know, go on in harems, but the one 
we visited presented no tragedy of any 
kind to the outward eye, although it 
could hardly fail to afford most abund- 
ant interest to any human creature of 
western nationality, from the single 
fact that nothing, from eating and 
walking, to feeling and thinking, is done 
there as we do jt. 
JOURNEY TO THE HAREM. 

This harem, in which we spent a 
couple of days, stood a few miles out 
of Cairo in the center of a large wall- 
surrounded garden, planted with date 
palms, olive trees, orange groves with 
melon and gourd beds running among 
them. 

The owner of the house, a wealthy 
Turk, was so courteous as to meet his 
guests at the village of Z—, about a 


mile from his residence, where he 
mounted us upon large, white asses 
richly trapped in crimson and_ gold, 


each led by a slave, while he, with his 
sons and retainers, accompanied us on 
horseback, making in all a goodly com- 
pany and suggestive of something out 
of the Old Testament. On arriving at 
the harem garden we were admitted 
into its paradise of shade and rest by 
a heavy doorway, and a_ venerable 
old potentate who had headed our pro- 
eession on an ass. At this juncture 
our bodyguard abandoned ‘us, remain- 
ing without the walls, while we were 
left to make our way alone toward the 
group of women whom we saw 4ap- 
proaching by the stone-flagged walk 
that led to the house. They were evi- 
dently the wives of our friend, whose 
invitation to visit his harem had given 
us an opportunity to satisfy in a 
slight degree the interest we had long 
felt as to private life in eastern coun- 
tries. 

SOME OF THE WOMEN HANDSOME 

These ladies were dressed in loose 
gowns of figured cotton, red and yellow 
shoes, without heels, and scarfs of all 
colors. Some of the younger Ones were 
handsome, being not much browner in 
the face than those of Spanish origin, 
while their marvelously erect figures 
gave them an appearance of great dig- 
. nity. One of the ladies present, Mirza 
by name (a niece of the Turk’s,) who 
had been born in Constantinople, was 
much more highly educated than the 
others, and able to taik French, and 
when preliminary greetings Were Over 
we followed her and our new friends 
through an archway into a square court, 
from whence we proceeded on a tour 
of inspection through many large 
rooms on the ground floor, all of which 
were empty except the innermost 
chamniber. Here we found a fat old 
lady sitting on a low bench cutting 
onions into slices with a Knife, and eat- 
ing them, mouthful about, with a child. 
At her feet on the floor, sitting in the 
most werfectly graceful pose with her 
baby on her knee, was the beautiful 
Circassian wife of one of the Pasha’s 
sons. The old lady told us, through 
Mirza, that her name was “Jesamine, 
the sweetness upon the walis of the 
home.” This on the top of sliced on- 
fons was a little hard of understanding. 

On seeing our interest in their cus- 
toms, they became very friendly and 
allowed us to examine their ornaments, 
generally necklets made of gold sequins 
strung together, and bracelets worn 
much larger and heavier than it is or- 
dinary ‘to see in our country. Mirza, 
our interpreter, told us she was en- 
gaged to be married to her cousin Ar- 
ten, her uncle's son, and showed us a 
ring that he had given her. it was 
a large, dull red stone, in the shape of 
a cartouche. worn by her on her first 
finger, and it bore the inscription writ- 
ten in Persian characters, “There is a 
flower in the garden of Arten, and her 
*hame is Mirza.” 

TO WARD OFF EVIL SPIRITS. 

~ Some of the other jewels were in- 
tended to keep off the influence of de- 
mons and night monsters, as a remedy 
against disease, curses, sorcery, and 
vengeance. A young lady, daughter- 
in-law of the Pasha's insisted on our 
retaining an amulet of hers as a pres- 
ent. It was a small piece of shiny 
ebony, shaped in the form of a first and 
second finger extended as if to bless, 
and its special property was to Keep off 
the evil one. We were sorry by ac- 
cepting it to expose our friend to any 
risk in depriving her of.the benefit of 
its protection, although glad to receive 
so curious an example of a superstition 
almost too absurd to believe possible. 
They are a strange mixture of cred- 
ulity and devouiness, although one 
would have both to understand their 
language and live with them before 
being able to know how far these su- 
perstitions emanate from their convic- 
tions or’arise simply from iong-de- 
scended habits. 

In the same room where we found 
“Jesamine”’ eating anions otr friends 
exhibited to us the contents of a box 
that had come from Constantinople 
with Mirza ten years before. It was 
full of curiosities to them, because 
some of the things in it had belonged 
to one of the wives of Mirza's father, 
and she, we were told. had been half a 
European. It contained worn caps, 
gauze scarfs and gold-embroidered 
dresses. The lady to whom a}! these 
treasures had belonged was a certain 
Princess A., who must have possessed 
a very remarkable individuality, as she 
succeeded in escaping from the conven- 
tional limits of her husband's house: 
the bravery of this step can only be 
appreciated by those who have seen 
something of the extraordinary restric- 
ag among the upper classes in harem 

AN ESCAPE FROM THE HAREM 

Although we would like to have 
known many details of her story, even 
the simple facts are sufficiently inter- 
esting to bear repetition here. Princess 
A. was the only child of a Turk and an 
Austrian lady. She -had passed her 
earliest years in considerable freedom; 
as her mother'kad been her father's 
‘only wife they did not live in a harem, 
but mixed unveiled in Constantinople 


us" 


society. Here, after her parents died, 
met the Turkish officer whom 
she betrothed herself, agreeing to 
marry him With the understanding that 
she was to be his only wife. 

When the ceremony was over she was 
taken to his house, and very soon 
made the distressing discovery that he 
had several wives besides herself, 
Mirza’s mother being among the num- 
ber. This piece of deception, consider- 
ing her liberal upbringing, naturally 
put an end to all respect and affection 
on her side, and she resolved to leave 
him if possible and seek the protection 
of Buropean friends for herself, and 
with their assistance try to recover 
some of her money, of which she had 
about $7500 a year. How Princess A. 
escaped from the harem Mirza was un- 
able exactly to tell us, as she was not 8 
years old when that event took place; 
she remembers only the awed conster- 
nation and murmured unbelief as the 
news of the flight was whispered among 
them. She knew that the escape must 
have been made during the night, and 
that help must have been given from 
within as well as from without, as she 
believed it impossible for her to make 
her way unaided through the dozens of 


tween her and freedom. 

A DANGEROUS UNDERTAKING. 

If the harem in Constantinople from 
which she fled contained anything like 
the amount of human beings that we 
found under the same roof with Mirza, 
her escape must have been a work of 
amazing enterprise. For here there 
were about forty women, at least two 
dozen men servants, and more children 
than one could count; and it must be 
remembered that they don’t sleep in 
rooms with a shut door, past which the 
quiet, collected fugitive might slip and 
gain the garden without detection, but 
their wicker beds are placed .every- 
where—in doorless rooms, blocking the 
passages, in rows round the courtyard, 
as sentinels on the flat roof and out- 
posts in the garden. She would have 
to thread her way through this laby- 
rinth of reclining humanity in the hot 
darkness of the house, and outside un- 
der the light of the moon that would 
throw a fearful glare on the sleepers in 
the garden full of- senseless shades. 
She managed to escape, however, and 
nothing is left of her except the old 
camel’s-hair box, the worn dresses, tse 
faded scarfs and her story, which will 
doubtless be handed down from gen- 
eration to generation as a warning 
against rebellion in women. 

We are glad to learn from Mirza that 
the Princess A. recovered some of her 
money through English influence, and 
continued to live in unveiled freedom 
until her death, which took place a few 
years ago in Constantinople. She had 
felt and suffered more, we hope, than 
falls to the lot of most harem ladies 
from the unfortunate circumstances 
that she had been brought up to enjoy 
and expect too much. After hearing 
this tale of rebellion we marveled at 
the expression of quiet pleasure appar- 
ent on the faces of those around us, for 
they seemed to be profoundly happy 
in performing the simplest and hum- 
blest laws of existence. 


BATHING FOR DINNER. 


We also in the drowsy warmth might 
have arrived at a_ state of similar 
apathy but for the mental anxiety that 
must ever attend uncertainty as to 
meal times. As ‘hour after hour of the 
afternoon passed in conversation, sight- 
seeing and undisturbed starvation, our 
joy may be imagined when, shortly 
before sundown, we were requested 
to condescend to wash our hands in 
preparation for the principal meal of 
the day. We entered a room with taps 
around the wall; this whole apartment 
was the bath-house, fer the water fell 
from the pipes straight to the floor, and 
the fashionable harem way of dress- 
ing for dinner was to remove all clothes 
and sit, stand or lie under a spout of 
running water. It was a lengthy busi- 
ness, as, in addition to their own ablu- 
tions, two or three dozen children had 
to be caught and scrubbed, though this 
operation after their capture was at- 
tended’ with less difficulty than would 
at first be supposed, for there is prac- 
tically little trouble in dressiuz and 
ae children that have nothing 

These preparations concluded, we fol- 
lowed our hostess into a room on the 
opposite side of the court with a long, 
low table down the middle. We seated 
ourselves around it on cushions, and 
each took possession of the flat plece 
of scone which supplied the place of a 
plate during the meal, those articles 
not being considered a necessary lux- 


a large bow! full of white soup, from 
which everybody ate, taking a many 
spoonfuls as they choose from the com- 
mon tureen with the long*handled 
wooden ladles provided for each guest. 
When this was removed a large piece 
of meat boiled to rag took its place 
and was speedily diminished under the 
it received from us 
it, Cach one pulling a lump o 

from the joint with the ne Rg 
eating it off her own flat scone. We 
then had a curry of vegetables, fol- 
lowed by the Zagazig pudding, fruit 
and rice, called so from a native of 
that village having brought the receipt 
to the harem. Our meal was concluded 
by coffee, made in a corner of the room 
over red-hot charcoal in a copper pot 
and poured thick into small slasses 
fitted in gold filigree cups. - 


MYRIADS OF CRAWLING THINGS. 


The lady who made this rather dis- 
agreeable beverage was the same who 
had removed the center dishes during 
dinner; she was black as a coal, and 
bore the delightfully descriptive name 
translated to us, of Lily in the 
Desert. When we had washed our 
hands in the basin handed round for 
that purpose, everybody went to bed— 
some to the roof, others to the court 
garden, or house. It was a very hot 
night with aglorious full mooh, and 
we asked to have our beds placed out- 
side at a short distance from the 
harem buildings, the stones of which 
seemed never to cool, day or 
There was such a luxuriance of 
growth around; the very shadows were 
Weighted with fruit. and looked «in 
their immovable blackness as if glued 
to the ground. Uncountable varieties 
of insect life moved on the surface of 
the earth; bat beetles plodded ponder- 
‘ously along; a scorpion working its all 
in rotary motion disappeared behind a 
broken wall. Two praying mantises 
with green, podlike bodies, stood up 
with outstretched arms, as if to 
pray; but, catching sight of each other, 
naturally fell to battle, and with such 
fury that one was instantly hurled 
headless on the hot ground. 

Their vigor in fighting and praying 
has only been surpassed by the alacrity 
with which ministers can alternate 
between those two absorbing pursuits. 


We stretched ourselves on the wicker 


| beds, resolved to close our eyes. to 
| these fascinating Cistractions, but 
were assailed by-a whirl of midges, 


fnats, mosquitoes—heaven knows what 


—that attacked from below, above, in 
every conceivable direction, and 
angrily drove us to the house. We 
climbed to the roof of the building to 
other wicker beds, but the countless 
millions of ants creeping over the 
stonework, round the wicker beds, up 
their legs and ours, without respect 
of person, reduced us,to a state of 
mind bordering upon distraction, and 
forced .us to descend to the house and 
the commonplace expedient of sleeping 
in a room. 
THE PROFESSIONAL STORY TEL-

The chamber which they kindly put 
at our disposal.was a large room (un- 
inhabitated except by fleas,) and we 
slept till Lily in the Desert came _ to 
rouse us with the words. ‘“‘There is no 
God but one God, and prayer is bet- 
ter than sleen.’’ We awoke speedily to 
the painful consciousness that we 
were in for a bad day.

Girl Who. Sews, Paints, etc., With 
Her Tongte. 

[New York Press:] Miss Fannie W. 
Tunison of Sag Harbor, L. I., is prob- 
ably the most wonderful cripple in the 


Yworld. Since the day of her birth her 


hands, feet, legs and arms have been 
paralyzed, but, being of a most ambi- 
tious nature and entirely unwilling 
that she should be only a useless bur- 
den to those around her, she has by 
the most untiring and painstaking ef- 
forts trained her tongue to perform 
many of the duties usually accom- 
plished. with the hands. Her case, ac- 
cording to the best medical authori- 
ties, is without a parallel in the world, 
and to those who have.seen this young 
lady at work it hardly seems possible 
that she could do all that she claims. 

Miss Tunison, who is about 30 years 
old, is in no way deformed; in fact, she 
is a very good looking young lady, 
bright and intelligent and an. excellent 
conversationalist. She lives with her 
father and two cousins in a little fish- 
erman’s cottage which was built bv 
her grandfather, a seafaring man and 
a soldier of the war of 1812. .- 

Every morning Miss Tunison, who is 
an early riser, is lifted by her father 
into her invalid’s chair, which has a 
cleverly constructed work table at- 
tached to it. In this chair she remains 
throughout the day, held in by a strong 
band, which also supports her body, 
which is entirely powerless, In the win- 
ter the chair is placed by the front win- 
dow. so that she can see the. people 
passing along the sidewalk, while in 
summer she is wheeled out of doors 
and taken around the village. Every- 
one in the place knows the young and 
cheerful invalid. 

From the time she is lifted into her 
chair in the morning until she retires 
at night she is never idle, as she is 
engaged in painting pretty bookmarks 
and blotters, embroidering doilies, mats 
and tidies, making attractive table 
covers, linen outline quilts or’ quilts 
of craze, outline patchwork.

sistance, as she threads her kneedle, 
knots her thread and even uses a pair 
of scissors with her tongue.

The Board of Education Perfects 
Plans -for Its Model Kitchen, 
Sewing Lessons for .the ‘Four 


Grammar Gradés—Men Must 
Learn to Stitch. 


Tiniebtant business relating to the 
introduction of cooking and sewing 
into the public schools was transacted 
at yesterday afternoon's special meet- 
ing of the Board of Education. Miss 
Florence Stevenson, recently elected 
supervisor of teaching. and cooking, 
gave practical suggestions. 

It was decided to make cooking les- 
sons compulsory for all the girls in 
the eighth grade of the Olive, Spring, 
Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Boyd, 
and Hewitt-street schools, and for as 
many of the girls in the seventh grade 
in the same schools as could be ac- 
commodated. Children in other parts 
of the city cannot as yet be taught, as 
for the present there will be but one 
kitchen. This is to be in the 
Sixth-street school, near the corner of 
Sixth and Los Angeles streets. The 
schools selected to send pupils there 
are those within easy distance. 

Three lessons will be given every 
day, and fifteen classes can be accom- 
modated each week. No class is to 
have more than twenty-fou~ pupils.

Epworth Leagues Unite in the Honor 
to Twenty Young People—A 
Frightfal Specimen of Uncleantli.

PASADENA, Sept. 1.—[(Regular Correspond- 
ence.] An unusual and interesting event tonight 
Was the reception given by the Epworth 
League of Pasadena to twenty young men and 
women connected with the Methodist denom- 
mnation here. who are about to start off 
for various colleres. The affair took place in 
the First Methodist Church. There was a sea- 
s0n of speech-making, led by Rev. J. M. Hus- 
ton, D.D., who was felicitous and pointed in 
his remarks. ‘‘You young people should have 
a@ definite idea of why you are going away,’”’ 
he said. ‘‘You should ask why do I give up 
so much?..Why do my parents sacrifice so 
much? What am I going to college for, after 
all? You are not going simply to gain a 
knowledge of books—and I wish somebody had 
impressed that fact on me. There is no greater 
mistake than that of trying to see how much 
book knowledge one can.stuff into himself. It 
may stand for a nervous breakdown and an 
early grave. Don’t go just to bring home a 
sheepskin. A sheepskin costs only 50 cents, 
and isn't worth that. You don’t go merely to 
pass examinations; for you may go through 
them successfully and still be weaker in fntel- 
lectual power than when you. went. You should 
of all things, consider the method of your 
training. See that it strengthens your mind. 
See to it that the course of study shall accord 
with the laws of your psychical being. Re- 
member, too, that you have a body, and do not 
neglect physical culture. John Wesley’s mother 
made him promise to run around his university 
grounds three times a dav. He kept the prom- 
ise, and it helped him all through life. Above 
all, let your studies cultivate your soul, and 
never violate the laws of its well being.’’ 

Manwell spoke to emphasize the 
importance of the cultivation of character. 
“Talents my flash, intellectual polish may 
glow, but character is,what tells in the long 
The Pleiades and Orion shine after the 
donfires are out.”’ 

Prof. C. M. Parker. for twenty-five years an 
instructor, spoke of the bright prospects await- 
ing the young people, and of some of his im- 
Pressions in the classroom. This is the time 
of the world’s most rapid progress, and the 
best time that ever was to go to college, he 
said. The open door of magnificent opportunity 
is before these young people. One of the most 
valuable things to be gained is the faculty of 
concentrated attention. Of all the benefits to 
be derived from college life there is none 
Sreater than the accuisition of the power to 
think deeply and quickly, to form correct con- 
clusions and to stick by them. The young 
people received many congratulations and en- 
jJoyed the event.

Kennedy does not believe that over $25 worth 
of gold dust was brought out of the Koytukuk 
region by the 5000 men who toiled there through 
the season. ‘‘You can find colors anywhere,”’ 
he says, ‘‘in the morasses, and on the moun- 
tains, but when you get to bedrock the gold 
isn't there. Arctic City is now a deserted vil- 
lace, and the Koytukuk and Allenkakak have 
resumed, probably for all time, their wonted 
desolation. On the whole. I would say that 
the outlook for mining in Alaska is not en- 
couraging, save at Point Lome, sixty 
south of St. Michaels. There about $4 
is being taken out per man, with rockers, but 
as it is beach mining, there is no stability 
to the title of claims, sixty feet from hich 
water mark belonging to the government. Had 
half of the money that was thrown away {n 
the Koytukuk stampede been applied to the 
development of California's mineral wealth 
over a hundred thousand men would have feun! 
employment, and hundreds would be million- 
aires by, this time, or on the high road to a 


fortune.’

Another party of oil men, entirely separate 
from the Nelson & Cody company, will hold a 
meeting here this evening to discuss plans for 
prospecting just beyond the city limits on the 
Seach west of here. This matter is considered 
very serious, although it is thought that 
through the State authorities these beach pros- 
pectors can be checked. KE. F. Kiler, repre- 
senting these parties, says the wells will be 
protected even if government troops have to 
be called for. He expects to commence opera-
